Washington, December 17.—(Special,.)—To- 
@ay the Venezuelan correspondence was 
gent to congress and with it was a message 


from the president. | 
The message, voicing at it does the well- 
known intentions of the Monroe doctrine. 


was received with applause. It is a 
straightforward statement of the facts and 
if congréss stands upon it, .n case the pro- 
posed commission finds in Venezuela’s fa- 
wor, England must back down or war is in- 
evitabie. 

The following is the message in full: 


To The Congress—In my annual message 
addressed to the congress on the 3d in- 
stant I called attention to the pending 
boundary controversy between Great Bri- 
tain and the republic of Venezuela, and re- 
cited the substance of a representation 
made by this government to her Britanic 
Majesty’s government suggesting reasons 

yhy such dispute should be submitted to 
arbitration tor settlement and inquiring 

hether it would be so submitted. 

The answer of the British government, 

yhich was then awaited, has since been 

sceived, and together with the dispatch 

0 which it is a reply, is hereby appended. 

Such reply is embodied in two communi- 
cations addressed by the British prime min- 
ister to Sif Julian Pauncefote, the British 
ambassador at this capital. It will be seen 
that one of these communications is devovu 
ed exclusively to observations upon the 
Monroe doctrine, and claims that in the 
present instance a new and strange ex- 
tension and development of this doctrine is 
insisted on by the United States; that the 
reasons justifying an appeal to the doctrine 
enunciated by President Monroe are gen- 
erally inapplicable ‘‘to the state of things 
in which we live at the present day,’ and 
especially inapplicable to a controversy in- 
volving the boundary line between Great 
Britain and Venezuela. : 


eto Extended Argument Attempted. 
Without attempting extended argument 
fin reply to these positions, it may not be 
amiss to suggest that the doctrine upon 
which we stand is strong and sound, be- 
cause its enforcement is important to our 
peace and safety as a nation and is essen- 
tial to the integrity of our free institu- 
tions and the tranquil maintenance of our 
distinctive form of government. It was in- 
tended to apply to every stage of our na- 
tional life and cannot become obsolete 
while our republic endures. If the balance 
of power is justly a cause for jealous anx- 
fety among the governments of the old 
world, and a subject for our absolute non- 
interference, none the less is an observance 
‘of the Monroe doctrine of vital concern to 
our people and their government. 
Assuming, therefore, that we may proper- 
ly insist upon this doctrine without regard 
to “‘the state of things in which we live,”’ 
or any changed conditions here or else- 
where, it is not apparent why its applica- 
tion may not be invoked in the present con- 
ftroversy. 
, What Monroe Meant. 
If a European power, by an extension of 
ts boundaries, takes possession of the ter- 
tory of one of our neighboring republics 
rainst its will and in derogation of its 
ghts, it is difficult to see why, to that ex- 
ént, such European power does not there- 
attempt to extend its system of gov- 
rnment to that portion of this continent 
hich is thus taken, This is the precise 
ction ‘which President Monroe declared to 
> “dangerous to our peace and safety,” 
nd it can make no difference whether the 
Huropean system is extended by an ad- 
ance of frontier or otherwise. 
It is also suggested in the British reply 
hat we should not seek to apply the Mon- 
oe doctrine to the pending dispute, be- 
ause it does not embody any principle of 
nternational law which ‘‘is founded on the 
general consent of nations,” and that ‘‘no 
statesman, however eminent,’’ and no na- 
tion, however powerful, are competent to 
insert into the code of international law a 
novel principle which was never recognized 
before, and which has not since been ac- 
cepted by the government of any other 
country. 


Regarding the Monroe Doctrine. 

Practically the principle for which we con- 
tend has peculiar if not exclusive relation 
to the United States. It may not have been 
admitted in so many words to the code of 
international law, but since in international 
law counsels every nation is entitled to the 
rights belonging to it, if the enforcement of 


the Monroe doctrine is something we may | 


justly claim, it has its place in the code of 
international law as certainly and as se- 
curely as if it were specifically mentioned. 
and when the United States is a suitor be- 
fore the high tribunal that administers in- 
ternational law, the question to be deter- 
mined is whether or not we present claims 
which the justice of that code of law can 
find to be right and valid. 

The Monroe doctrine finds its recognition 
in those principles of intefnational law 
which are based upon the theory that every 
nation shall have its rights protected and 
its just claims enforced. 

_ Of course this government is entirely con- 
fident that under the sanction of this doc- 
trine we have clear rights and undoubted 
claims. Nor is this ignored in the British 
reply. The prime minister, while not ad- 
mitting that the Monroe doctrine is appli- 
cable to present conditions, states: “In de- 
_laring that the United States would re- 
_ Bist any such enterprises if it was contem- 
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plated, President Monroe adopted a policy 
which received the entire sympathy of the 
English government of that date.” He 
further declares: “Though the language of 
President Monroe is directed to the attain- 
ment of objects which most Englishmen 
would agree to be salutary, it is impossible 
to admit that they have been inscribed by 
any adequate authority in the code of in- 
ternational law.’ Again he gays: “They 
(her majesty’s government) fully concur 
with the view which President Monroe ap- 
parently entertained, that any disturb- 
ance of the existing territorial distribution 


in that hemisphere by any fresh acquisi- 


tion on the part of any European state 
would be a highly inexpedient change.”’ 


Arbitration Offered. 

In the belief that the doctrine for which 
we contend is clear and definite; that it 
was founded upon substantial considera- 
tions and involved our safety and welfare; 
that it was fully applicable to our present 
conditions and to the state of the world’s 
progress, and that it was directly related 
to the pending cintroversy and without any 
convictions as to its final merits of the dis- 
pute, but anxious to learn in a satisfactory 
and conclusive manner whether Great Bri- 
tain sought under a claim of boundary to 
extend her possessions on this continent 
without right, or whether she merely 
sought possession of territory fairly includ- 


‘ed within her lines of ownership, this gov- 


ernment proposed to the government of 
Great Britain a resort to arbitration as the 
proper means of settling the question to 
the end that a vexatious boundary dispute 
between the two contestants-might be de- 
termined and our exact standing and rela- 
tion in respect to the controversy might be 
made clear. 


Reasons Far from Satisfactory, 

It will be seen from the correspon dal 
herewith submitted that this propositi 
has been declined by the British govern- 
ment upon grounds which, in the circum- 
stances, seem to be to be far from sgatis- 
factory. It is deeply disappointing that 
such an appeal actuated by the most 
friendly feelings toward both nations di- 
rectly concerned, addressed to the sense 
of justice and to the magnanimity of one 
of the great powers of the world and 
touching its relations to one comparative- 
ly weak and small, should have produced 
no better results. 

The Course Is Plain. 

The course to be pursued by this govern- 
ment in view of the present condition does 
not appear to admit of serious doubt. Hav- 
ing labored fai hfully for many years to 
induce Great Britain to submit this dispute 
to impartial arbitraton, and havng been 
now finally apprised of her refusal to do so, 
nothing remains but to accept the situa- 
tion, to recognize its plain requirements 
and deal with it accordingly. 

Great Britain’s present proposition has 
never thus far been regarded as admiss!i- 
ble by Venezuela, though any adjustment 
of the boundary which that country may 
deem for her advantage and may enter into 
of her own free will cannot, of course, be 
objected to by the United States. 

Assuming, however, that the attitude of 
Venezuela will remain. unchanged, the dis- 
pute has reached such a stage as to make 
it now incumbent upon the United States to 
take measures to determine with sufficient 
certainty for its justification what is the 
true divisional line betweefi the republic of 
Venezuela and British Guiana. The inquiry 
to that end should, of course, be conducted 
carefully and judicially, and due weight 
sholud be given to all available evidence, 
records and facts in support of the claims 
of both parties. 

Suggests a Commission. 

In order that such an examination should 
be prosecuted in a thorough and satisfac- 
tory manner, I suggest that the congress 
make an adequate appropriation for the 
expenses of a commission to be appointed 
by the executive, who shall make the nec- 
essary investigation’ and report upon the 
matter with the least possible delay. When 
such a report is made and accepted it will, 
in my opinion, be the duty of the United 
States to resist by every means within its 
power, as a willful aggression upon its 
rights and interests, the appropriation by 
Great Britain of any lands or the exercise 
of governmental jurisdiction over any ter- 
ritory which after investigation we have 
determined of right belongs to Venezuela. 
In making these recommendations I am 
fully alive to the responsibility incurred, 
and keenly realize all the consequences 
that may follow. 

A People’s Safety. 

I am nevertheless firm in my conviction 
that while it is a grievous thing to contem- 
plate the two great English-speaking peo- 
ples of the world as being otherwise than 
friendly competitors in the onward march 
of civilization and strenuous and worthy 
rivals in all the arts of peace, there is no 
calamity which a great nation can invite 
which equals that which follows a supine 
submission to wrong and injustice and the 
consequent loss of national self-respect and 
hcnor beneath which is shielded and defend- 
ed a pecple’s safety and greatness

SECRETARY OLNEY’S MESSAGE. 


A Succinct and Concise Statement of 


Its Contents. 

Washington, December 17.—Although the 
matter submitted to congress in connection 
with the foregoing message consists ol 
three diplomatic notes only, they are very 
voluminous. Mr. Olney’s note to Mr. Bay- 
ard concerning the tHreatening aspect of 
affairs between Great Britain and Ven- 
ezuela is first in the correspondence. It is 
dated July 20th last and deals with the 
boundary question, “<t great length.’’ Be- 
ginning at the very inception of the dispute 
which has now assumed a serious aspect, 
Mr. Olney carries his argument of the 
American claim for arbitration based on 


, the Monroe doctrine down to the present 


time and gives emphasis to his statements 
by quoting the sentiments of President 
Morroe in full and notes that “its pro- 
mcuncement by the Monroe administration 
at that particular time was unquestiona- 
bly due to the inspiration of Great Britain, 
who at once gave to it an open and un- 
qualified adhesion which has never been 
withdrawn.” 

Mr. Olney gives in his note a firm indorse- 
ment to the principle indorsed by Monroe 
and defines Great Britain’s position in this 
frank and unambiguous style: “She (Great 
Britain) says te Venezuela: ‘You can ¢et 
none of the debatable land by force, be- 
cause you are not strong enough; you can 
get none by treaty, because I will not 
agree, and you can take your chance of 
getting a portion by arbitration, only if 
you first agree to abandon to me such por- 
tions as I may designate.’ ”’ 


Doesn’t Understand England. 

Continuing, Mr. Olney says it is not. per- 
ceived how such an attitude can be de- 
fended nor how it is reconcilable with that 
love of justice and fair play so eminently 
characteristic of the English race and 
holds that if such position be adhered to 
it shouJd be regarded as amounting in sub- 
stance to an invasion and conquest to Ven- 
ezuelan territory. 

In conclusion Mr. Olney instructed Mr. 
Bayard to lay the views given before Lord 
Salisbury and said: ‘“‘They (the views) call 
for a definite decision upon the point 
whether Great Britain will consent cr will 
decline to submit the Venezuelan boundary 
question in its entirety to impartial arbi- 
tration.” 

How Olney’s Message Concluded. 

Expressing the president's hope that the 
conclusion will be on the side of arbitration, 
Mr. Olney concludes with the pointed state- 
ment that if the 3 
pointed in that hope, however—s result not 
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to be anticipated, and in his judgment cal- 
culated to greatly embarrass the future re- 
lations between this country and Great 
Britain—it is his wish to be made acquaint- 
ed with the fact at such early date as will 
enable him to lay the whole subject before 
congress in his next annual message." 


REPLY OF SALISBURY. 


His Answer Is Full of Thinly-Hfdden 


Irony. 

Lord Salisbury’s reply is addressed to Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, British ambassador 
at Washington, under the date of Novem- 
ber 26th, last. This dealt only with the 
application of the Monroe doctrine in the 
case at issue, and was followed on the 
Same day by another note discussing the 
boundary dispute per se. 

At the outset Lord Salisbury states that 
so far as he is aware, the Monroe doc- 
trine has never been before advanced ori 
behalf of the United States in any written 
communication addressed to the govern- 
ment of another nation. 

He gives what he believes is the British 
interpretation of the doctrine and main- 
tains that the dangers which were ap- 
prehended by President Monroe have no 
relation to the state of things in which 
we live at the present day, and adds, with 
thinly covered irony, that “it is intelligible 
that Mr. Olney should invoke in defense 
of the views on which he is now insisting, 


dispute exclusive of its relation to the 
Monroe doctrine. This dispatch, however, 
sounds the keynote of Great Britain's po- 
sition with reference to Mr. Olney’s rep- 
resentations. Lord Salisbury states that 
Great Britain has repeatedly expressed its 
readiness to submit to arbitration the 
conflicting claims of Great Britain to ter- 
ritory of great mineral values, and fol- 
lows this statement with these important 
words: “But they, the British government, 
cannot consent to entertain or to submit 
to the arbitration of another power or a 
foreign jurist, however eminent, claims 
based on extravagant pretensions of Span- 
ish officials in the last century and involv- 
ing the transfer of large numbers of Brit- 
ish subjects who have for Many years en- 
joyed the settled rule of the British colo- 
ny, to a nation of different race and lan- 
guage, ‘Whose political system is subject 
to frequent disturbance, da whose insti- 
tutions as yet too often afford very inade- 
quate protection to life and property. No 
issue of this description has ever been in- 
volved in the questions whieh Great Britain 
and the United States have consented to 
submit to arbitration, and her majesty’s 
government are convinced that in similar 
circumstances the governmept of the Unit- 
ed States would be equally firm in declin- 
ing to entertain proposals of such a na- 
ture.”’

Salisbury Is Obtuse. 

Continuing in short, pithy sentences, he 
says it is difficult, indeed, to see how the 
question in controversy can materially af- 
fect any state or community outside those 
primarily interested; that the disputed fron- 
tier of Venezuela has nothing to do with 
any of the questions dealt with by Presi- 
dent Monroe, and that it is not a question 
of the colonization 1, any European power 
or any partition of America nor of the im- 
position upon the communities of South 
America of any system of government de- 
vised in Europe. 

“Tt is,”’ he says, “simply the determina- 
tion of the frontier of a British possession 
which belonged to the throne of England 
long before the republic of Venezuela came 
into existence.’’ 

Tartness from Milord. 

As he proceeds in the discussion the lan- 
guage of Lord Salisbury becomes tart. 
He argues in theory that the Monroe doc- 
trine in itself is sound, but disclaims any 
intention of being understood as expressing 
any acceptance of it on the part of her 
majesty’s government. He quotes Mr. Ol- 
ney as saying: “That distance and 3,0W 
miles of intervening ocean make any po- 
litical union Ff “en a European and an 
American stat unnatural and inexpedient 
will hardly be denied,’’ and adds that ‘the 
meaning of these words is that the union 
between Great Britain and Canada, be- 
tween Great Britain and Jamaica and 
Trinidad, between Great Britain and Brit- 
ish Honduras or British Guiana are ‘inex- 
pedient and unnatural.’ ”’ 

Denies the Right of Arbitration. 

President Monroe, says his lordship, dis- 
claims and such inference from his doc- 
trine, but in this, as in other respects, Mr. 
Olney develops it. “He lays down,” says 
Lord Salisbury, “‘that the inexpedient. and 
unnatural character of the union between 
a European and an American state is so 
obvious that it will hardly be denied. Her 
majesty’s government are prepared em- 
phatically to deny it on behalf of both the 
British and American people who are sub- 
ject to her crown. They maintain that the 
union between Great Britain and her terri- 
tories in the western hemisphere is both 
natural and expedient. But they are not 
prepared to admit that the recognition of 
that expediency is clothed with the sanc- 
tion which belongs to adoption of interna- 
tional law. They are not prepared to ad- 
mit that the interests of the United States 
are necessarily concerned in every frontier 
dispute which may arise between any two 
of the states who possess dominion in the 
western hemisphere, and still less can they 
accept the doctrine that the United States 
are entitled to claim that the process of 
arbitration shall be applied to any demand 
for the surrender of territory which one of 
those states may make against another.’’ 

Lord Salisbury concludes with the state- 
ment that her majesty’s government have 
not surrendered the hope that the contro-

One who has had perhaps more experience 
in the international affairs of the United 
States than most of his colleagues in the 
diplomatic corps, said that while he was 
gratified to see that the Unitel States had 
finally taken a firm stand on the Monroe 
doctrine, it would. be unwise to consider it 
established in the code of nations, and al- 
though he believed European nations would 
be compelled to recognize its force here- 
after, it was not by any means sure that its 
effect could be made retroactive, as its ap- 
plication to the Venezuelan matter cer- 
tainly would be. Aside from this he hoped 
(and he believed all American republics 
would support the United States) that Eng- 
land would be forced, by war if necessary, 
to give up the territory she had stolen from

A Menace of War.

What McCreary Says.

DAMAGE DONE TO MANY CARS 


One Policeman Will Die from Wounds 
Received. 


ALL SALOONS REQUESTED TO KEEP CLOSED 


Over-Enthusiastic Sympathizers of 


the Strikers Caused Much of 
the Trouble. 


Philadelphia, December 17.—Riot and de- 


struction marked the opening day of the 
great strike of the street car employes 
of the Union Traction Company. Aided 
by the mischievous, lawless element the 
strikers succeeded today in completely tie- 
ing up the lines of the Union Traction 
Company, and tonight, with the exception 
of one line not controlled by the company 
involved in the strike, not a street car 
wheel is turning in Philadelphia. Never in 
the history of the city has there been wit- 
nessed such widespread scenes of disorder 
as were enacted tonight. To the credit 
of the strikers it may be said that the 
disorders were created by too ardent sym- 
pathizers and mischievous boys. In every 
part of the city these crowds of sympa- 
thizers and boys held up cars and drove 
the motormen and conductors from their 
posts with volleys of bricks and stones, 
and then smashed the glass in the win- 
dows of the cars, cut the trolley ropes, 
pulled out the fuses, smashed in the cash 
registers and tore off the fenders and fromt 
of the cars. In all, about 300 cars. were 
badly wrecked, and this afternoon the 
Traction company gave up the effort to 
run cars, and with the aid ‘of the polf-e 
withdrew their shattered and abandoned 
rolling stock back into the car sheds. 
This afternoon the mayor issued a pro- 
clamation calling upon all good citizens 
to preserve the peace and asking them to 
refrain from gatheging in crowds on the 
streets.

FOURTEEN KILLED. 


Oil Explosion at Sea Causes Fearful 
Loss of Life. 


Philadelphia, December 17.—During @ 
heavy gale last Sunday morning, 319 miles 
off Cape May, N. J., the German ship Ath- 
ens, Captain Haak, which left New York 
December 10th for London with a cargo of 
naphtha, took fire, and while the crew 
were being transferred to the British ship 
Tafna, from Marabelie for this port, the 
oil exploded, blowing the Athens out of the 
water.

Under Discussion. 


Washington, December 17.—The proceed- 
ings of the house today were enlivened by 
@ partisan debate growing out of Mr. Can- 
non’s amendment to the rules providing for 
the appointment of three committees on 
elections. In support of the amendment Mr, 

’ Cannon spoke of the great preponderance 
of contests from the south and quoted alle- 
tions that notwithstanding the repeal of 
ederal election laws fraud still existed in 

e elections in that part of the country. 

Mr. Crisp, democrat, of Georgia, led the 
opposition to the amendment, declaring that 
the effect of its adoption would be to work 
injusNce to democratic contestees, thut 
there was nothing in.the histery of the re- 
publican party to warrant the assumption 
that election contests would be decided by 
this house upon other than partisan 
grounds. Propositions to amend the amend- 
ment were made but were all. rejected, 
and after four hours’ debate the proposition 
Was agreed to. 

Mr. Cannon introduced the resolution dis- 
cussed yesterday in the speaker’s room 
amending the rules so as to provide for the 
appointment of three committees on elec- 
tions of nine members each to be known as 
cne, two and three, respectively, and in- 
creasing the membership of other commit- 
tees. Certain changes in the rules inade 
necessary by the increases in committees 
and membership since the fifty-lurst con- 
gress were also proposed. All of the 
changes were agreed to by unaninious con- 
sent except those relating to the commit- 
tees of elections. 

Mr. Canncn explained the necessity for 
“the resolution. All of the contestecs, Le 
said, were democrats; twenty-two of the 
contestants were republicans, eight popu- 
lists and one an independent democrat and 
one a fusionist. This latter classilication 
aroused an audible smile all over the foor.

President. Cleveland’s Message Was

and to influence legislation.

Then at 1:25 o’clock p. m., as ordinary ex- 
ecutive business was unsuited to the ex- 
cited mental condition of the senators, the 
senate, on motion of Mr. Sherman, ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 


Meaning of the Executive Session. 

The motion of Senator Morgan to go 
into executive session, made as it was 
within a few moments after the receipt of 
the Venezuelan message, led to the un- 
founded belief that part of that message 
was intended+for the ears of the treaty 
making power of congress alone. The ob- 
ject of the session was to enable the sen- 
ate to extend for a period of one year the 
treaty between this country and Mexico 
under which the boundary question is be- 
ing settled. A large number of recess 
nominations were also favorably reported. 
The senate will hold an executive session 
tomorrow so that.the men now-holding te- 
cess appointments may secure their com- 
missions. : 

Report of the Committee Adopted.

VACANCIES FILLED. 


Report of the Committee Adopted in 
the Senate Caucus. 

Washington, December 17.—The republi- 
cans of the senate, in caucus this after- 
noon, adopted the report of the committee 
appointed to fill the vacancies in the sen- 
ate. There was not a dissenting vote. 

There are sixty committees in the sen- 
ate. Of these forty-three have been given 
to republicans, six to populists and eleven 
to democrats. Each vacancy was filled, 
seven places being assigned to sonfe sen- 
ators, and six to some others, with the 
understanding that should Utah send two 
republican senators and should a repub- 
lican be admitted from Delaware, places 
could then be made for these senators by 
resignation on the part of senators hav- 
ing an excess of assignments. 

The committee agreed on every matter 
that came before it but on the proposition, 
to-wit: To change the name of the select 
committee to inquire into all claims of 
citizens of the United States against the 
government of Nicaragua to “select com- 
mittee on the Nicaraguan canal and to in- 
quire into claims of citizens of the United 
States against the government of Nicarar 
gua.’ They also proposed to increase the 
committee from five to seven and give the 
minority the chairmanship and the repub- 
licans four members. This would make 
Senator Morgan chairman, and throw to 
this committee all that portion of the work 
of the foreign relations committee relat- 
ing to the canal heretofore considered by 
that committee. This matter will be de- 
termined at the caucus to be held tomor- 
row immediately after the senate adjourns. 

On the motion of Mr. Lodge, the chair- 
man of the committee, Mr. Mitchell was 
instructed to confer with Mr. Gorman, 
chairman of the democratic caucus com- 
mittee, with a view to securing the im- 
mediate reorganization of the committee 
on foreign relations, and if this is done 
the reorganization of the others will proba- 
bly await the holiday recess.

ROCHE’S EDITORIAL 


Ridicules the Idea of the Irish-Amer- 


ican Army. 

Boston, December 17.—James Jeffrey 
Roche, who succeeded the late John Boyle 
O’Reilly as editor of The Boston Pilot, a 
leading Irish-American weekly, when asked 
today regarding the stories of an Irish- 
American army which have recently ap- 
peared in the newspapers, exhibited the 
following editorial on the subject; which is 
to appear in the next issue of The Pilot: 

“The startling news comes from New 
York that ‘an Irish-American army,’ of 
formidable proportions, has been organized 
and will be drilled and armed with the best 
modern weapons—all in tne deepest secrecy, 
of course. The members must all be ‘Cath- 
Olics and Clan-na-Gael men.’ In. order to 
avoid public notice and to preserve absolute 
secrecy to their movements, they will wear 
a striking uniform and will march in a 
body to attend mass on St. Patrick’s day. 
If these precautions should not suffice to 
coypceal their identity they may hold a 
Secret convention in Central park some af- 
ternoon.. 

“Tt. dooks very .much as if somebody is 
playing a practical joke on the newspapers, 
or possibly another LeCaron or McDermott 
is trying to earn a fee from the British 
secret service fund by imagining the new 
army. When the Clan-na-Gael men have 
a scheme to carry out they do not shriek it 
from the housetops.” 

“But about these statements that thou- 
sands of Irishmen are drilling here in Bos- 
ton?” was asked. 

“All a humbug,” said Mr. Roche. “It is 
not to be dignified. It is of no importance 
at all. Those prevariacators bob up every 
once in a while with stories like this. It is 
nonsensical. Why, the Clan-na-Gael isia 
strictly secret organization, and would bard- 
iy give publicity to one of its enterprises.”’ 


PUGILISTS ARRESTED. 


One Charged with Riot at the Polls. 


The Other with Fighting. 

Birmingham, Ala., December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Mike Queenan, pugilist, known as 
“the stock yard giant,” of Chicago, was 
jailed here today by Chief of Police Mc- 
Donald on a telegram received from Sheriff 
Peace, of Chicago, saying he was wanted 
there for interfering with men in the 
privilege of suffrage guaranteed by the 
constitution. It is alleged,.so Queenan 
says, that he interfered with men voting 
in the last aldermanic elections in Chi- 
cago, which he strenuously denies doing.

Convicts in a Cotton Mill. 

Montgomery, Ala., December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Governor Oates and the board of 
convict commissioners today completed ar- 
rangements for the construction within the 
next six months of a 6,000-spindle cotton 
factory on the state convict farm at Speig- 
‘ner’s. The intention is to. provide proper 
and profitable employment for the female 
and youthful convicts. The machinery 
was ordered today and the plan of the 


‘pbuilding has been selected. The brick for 


4ts construction will be made by the con- 
victs on the ground, and almost all 
of the work on its construction will be 
done by the convicts. As practically all 
of the convicts are negroes, the mooted 
question of whether negroes are suitable 
for factory work will be tested.

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boundary question in Alaska, he said, 
could then be as quickly settled as that 
in Venezuela, and the rapid encroachments 
of Belize on both Mexico and Guatemala 
would be settled and the title to the 
territory of Brazil now claimed by French 
and British Guiana would be terminated.

His opinion was that Great 
Britain would not recede behind the 
Schomburgk line im the British Guiana 
claim, and that the United States would 
not resort ‘to force in the attempt to 
compel her to do so. He thought, how- 
ever, that~Lord Salisbury - would very 
promptly concede the remainder of the 
Venezuelan. contention, including control 
of the Orinecd’s. ‘mouth, and that the 
United States would secure Venezuela’s 
acquiescence in that boundary. 


“THUNDERER” SAYS NO.

INSISTS THAT THE UNITED 
STATES IS NOT NEEDBD. 


Arbitration Declared Entirely Unnec- 
essary—Strong War Talk from 
The Times. 


London, Decentber 17.—Commenting upon 
President Cleveland’s message The Times 
tomorrow will say: 

“It is impossible to disguise the gravity 
of the differences that have arisen between 
this country and the United States. The 
message that President Cleveland trans- 
mitted to congress and the reception it 
met from both sides in the senate give ad- 
ditional importance to the dispatches that 
passed between the state departnrent at 
Washington and the foreign office. The de- 
tails of the boundary dispute with Venezue- 
la are insignificant in comparison with the 
far-reaching claim put forward in Mr. 
Olney’s dispatch and emphasized in Mr. 


Cleveland’s message. 

“Convinced as we are that a rupture 
between the two great English-speaking 
communities would be a calamity not only 
to themselves but to the civilized world, 
we are nevertheless driven to the conclu- 
gion that the concessions that this 
country is imperously summoned to make 
are such as no self-respecting 
nation, and least of all, one ruling an 
empire that has roots in every quarter of 
the globe, could possibly submit to. 

Says We Would Not Submit. 

“The United ‘States themselves would 
never for a moment dream of yielding to 
this kind of dictation. We are of the same 
blood and shall not be less careful of our 
national honor, We.can hardly believe that 
the course threatened by Mr. Cleveland will 
be seriously adopted by the American gov- 
ernment, but if:so it will be incumbent 
upon us, without entering upon such ag: 
gressive measures, to protect our imperial 
interests and stand up for our rights un- 
der international law. It must be observ- 
ed that the Monroe doctrine, on which Mr. 
Olney relies, has received an entirely new 
development. The statement in his dis- 
patch and Mr. Cleveland’s message that 
the doctrine is admitted by all the highest, 
authorities has never been recognized even 
in its original form as a rule of interna- 
tional law. Lord Salisbury expresses his 
full concurrence with the view that the 
disturbance of territory in the western 
hemisphere by fresh acquisition on the part 
of the European states is highly inexpe- 
dient, but the recognition of this inex- 
pediency dees not cover e preposterous 
deductions from the Monroe doctrine which 
Mr. Olney’s despatch puts forward and 
Mr. Cleveland makes the basis of the 
most astounding proposal that perhaps 
has ever been advanced by any government 
in time of peace since the days of Napo- 
leon.’’ 

After a summarized review of the dis- 
patches and message, The Times continues: 

“We desire to speak with all proper re- 
sbect of what is still in the form at least of 
diplomatic negotiations, but we can con- 
fidently predict that the pretensions thus 
put forward by the president, apparently ac- 
claimed by the senate, and with rare ex- 
ceptions hailed by the press on both aides, 
as vigorous and patriotic, will not be admit- 
ted by this country. The firm, though tem- 
perate language of Lord Salisbury’s reply 
to Mr. Olney indicates how he is likely to 
receive the proposal to give effect in offen- 
sive, over-weening way to the new con- 
struction of the Monroe doctrine. No com- 
mission appointed by a power which is not 
a party to the dispute will be recognized 
by us as having title of any sort to pro- 
nounce upon controverted questions of the 
boundary between the British empire and 
Venezuela. It will receive no assistance 
from the British authorities, and will have 
to rely on what it can obtain from the 
Venezuelans. Its decision will be null and 
void from the outset, even if its origin did 
not taint it with partialty. 

Will Spurn Arbitration. 

“This new departure in international rela- 
tlons does not appear to be a straightfor- 
ward course. It is for the United States to 
decide for themselves whether the Vene- 
zuelan boundary dispute touches their in- 
terests,, though we are unable to see how it 
does so. It is for them to declare that they 
are allies of Venezuela and support her 
alleged rights. We should then know 
where we stand, but to assume authority 
to decide in a quasi judicial way upon the 
validity of our territorial rights in another 
continent is a pretension that no power in 
the world can be justified in advancing. 


Will Resist the Monroe Doctrine. 

“We are bound to resist the claims which 
the Monroe doctrine has for the first time 
been extended to cover, and to which Mr. 
Olney has added comments and inferences 
against which an emphatic protest must be 
made.” 

The Times refers to the cool assumption 
based upon a distance of three thousand 
miles continues: 

“A power which hag command of the sea 
does not regard the three thousand miles 
of intervening ocean as severing it from 
its subjects. The American tradition will 
not be strengthened by Mr. Olney’s claim 
of moral superiority on the ground that 
self-government is only enjoyed by repub- 
lics. We think we have something Ilke the 
self-government here, éven though we have 
not yet developed a Tammany hall, and 
we are vain enough to believe that liberty 
ig more real and healthy in Great Britain 
than in Venezuela. These unnecessary ag- 
gressive assertions seem to point to the 
possibility that this sudden movement on 
the part of the United States has more to 
do with party politics than with diplomacy.

Some Patriotic Speeches Behind Closed 
Doors. 

Washington, December 17.—The mere 
question of the adoption of the report of 
the senate committee did not consume the 
two hours during which the sessions of the 
senate were held behind closed doors this 
afternoon, They were occupied with some- 
thing of vastly more importance to the 
whole American people, The president's 
message was up for consideration and there 
proved to be an abs2lute unanimity of sen- 
timent among them on the question of in- 
dorsing the president in the stand he had 
taken. 

The discussion was precipitated by the 
motion of Mr. Lodge that ths chairman of 
the committee be requested to confer with 
Mr. Gorman with a view of having the 
committee on foreign relations reorganized 
before the holiday recess so that the mat- 
ters set out in the president’s message 
might be considered by that committee, 
the urgency of the situation having been 
recognized when Mr. Morgan, earlier in the 
day, asked and obtained leave for the com- 
mittee to sit during the recess. 

Speeches were made by Mr. Lodge, Mr. 
Frye, Mr. Chandler, Mr. Teller and several 
other senators and every one of them 
breathed the utmost loyalty to the presi- 
dent in the stand he had taken. The fact 
was callec to the attenticn of the repub- 
licans that they had been taunting the pres- 
ident with being away on a duck-hunting 
trip while matters of the greatest Moment 
were transpiring; that Secretary Carlisle 
had been criticised for not sending in his 
annual report as required by law; that the 
general policy of the administration had 
been denounced as un-American and weak, 
and that now the president had returned 
and almost instantly had before the senate 
a message full of sentiment that must be 
indorsed by every patriotic man in the 
whole country regardless of politics or 
party, 

If England was to be impressed with the 
fact that this country indorsed its presi- 
dent; if the government was to under- 
stand that this message was not a cam- 
paign letter intended for mere political 
effect, the senate must take the matter up 
and proceed with it with all possible speed 
consistent with the vital importance of the 
subject. The argument was made that 
it would not do for this message to be fol- 
lowed by an absolute abandonment of all 
work; the country and England should 
know that the senate k the message as 
a serious thing, involving matters of such 
vast importance and so portentous in the 
results that may grow therefrom that the 
only constituted committees of congress 
proposed to be constantly on duty and al- 
ways ready to hold up the hands of the 
chief magistrate. 

Such is a brief outline of the sentiments 
expressed at this caucus. The war spirit is 
abroad, so far as the republicans are con- 
cerned, and some of the speeches made 
behind the closed doors of the marble 
chamber would make the most interesting 
reading that has gone from this city for 
weeks. So imbued were the republicans 
with the force of the situation and the 
need of further conference that the mat- 
ter will be again discussed at the caucus 
which has been called for tomorrow morn- 
ing mainly for this purpose. 

Governor O’Ferrall’s Opinion. 

Richmond, Va., December 17.—(Special.)— 
Governor O’Ferrall tonight, speaking of the 
president’s message on the Venezuelan 
question, said: 

“It is manly, courageous and characteris- 
tic of Mr. Cleveland.”’ 

The Monroe doctrine, the governor de- 
clares, is the web and woof of the policy of 
the American government. He has not had 
opportunity, the executive continued, to as- 
certain the sentiment of the people of this 
state, or gwen of this city, the capital of 
the confederacy, but he is confident that it 
fully sustains the doctrine proclaimed by 
Mr. Monroe, one of Virginia’s distinguished 
sons. The matter, said the governor, 
now rests with congress. 

Governor Stone’s Opinion. 

Jackson, Miss., December 27.—The South- 
ern Associated Press correspondent called 
on Governor Stone this evening and asked 
his opinion on President Cleveland’s mes- 
sage to congress on the Venezuelan matter. 
The governor’s reply was, in substance, as 
follows: 

“I am not prepared to be interviewed on 
the subject, having just read the message 
very hurriedly; but will say I am heartily 
in favor of enforcing the Monroe doctrine. 
I am not posted as to whether or not its 
principles are involved in the controversy 
between Great Britain and Venezuela, but 
suppose they—the president and Secretary 
Olney—are.” 

Believes England Will Back Down. 

Montgomery, Ala., December 17.—(Special) 
Governor Oates was asked tonight what he 
thought of Mr. Cleveland’s Venezuelan 
message. 

“I indorse every word of it,” replied the 
governor. “The president takes a patriotic 
position. His opinion is pointed. If con- 
gress stands ky him, and I believe demo- 
crats with republicans alike will do so, it 
means that England must step back or a 
clash will resuit. In my judgment Great 
Britain will select the former course. I 
believe the American people will almost 
solidly approve the president’s declarations 
in the matter, differ with him as they may 
on other propositions.‘

Rockport, Ind., December i7.—About 2 
o'clock this morning Sheriff Nunn found 
the jail surrounded by a mob, They had 
opened the outside door and some of them 
had entered the corridor and were attempt- 
ing to break through the heavy iron door. 
He ordered them to disperse and as they 
did not obey he opened fire on them from 
the window, when they fled in all direc- 
tions. They wanted a negro named Tins- 
ley, who so badly used up Deputy Marshal 
Fagan and John Houk Saturday night, 
while they were atiemping to arrest him. 
There~was another negro named Bushrod 
in jail charged with attempting to assault 
a white woman and they were probably af- 
ter him also. There were about fifty of the 


men. The jail will be well guarded from 
now on.

CONFESSED THE KILLING. 


BELTON REVILLE SAYS HE SHOT 
HENEY WILLIAMSON, 


But the Shooting Was Accidentally 
Done While Hunting Birds—Feli 
and the Gun Exploded. 


Harlem, Ga., December 17.—Beiton Re- 
Ville confessed to his brother, A. N. Re- 
Ville, one of the most prominent merchants 
of the town, that he killed Henry E. Wil- 
liamson, the young man that was found 
Saturday afternoon last. 

He says on the afternoon of the Thurs- 
day before that he and Williamson stari- 
ed home. About dark he was walking 
behizd Williamson with his gun on his 
shoulder, with the muzzie in frent, when 
he stumbled and fell and his gun was 
discharged, the shot taking effect in the 
back ef Williamson’s head. He became 
Very much frightened and took both’ his 
and Williarnson’s gun and hid them in 


the bushes, where they were found. 
His story of its being an accident is 


not generally believed, although he and 
Williamson were on friendly terms, hay- 
ing been out hunting together several 
times since the season opened. 

Reville was arrested, but waived examin- 
ation and was sent to jail. Reville is a 
weak-minded man from the effects of an 
attack of typhoid fever when he was nine- 
teen years old.

A Slight Flurry. 

There was a slight flurry in the ranks of 
the democratic executive committee of 
Bibb county today over the report that a 
certain person had registered 119 negroes 
for the coronef’s special election on De- 
cember 30th.

Investigation, haw- 
ever, today revealed that the negroes in 
question had been régistered in the interest 
of one of the democratic candidates, and 
there was no cause for alarm that a pop- 
ulist or negro candidate would enter the 
race.

iS NINETY-SIX YEARS OLD 


Interesting Story of a Man Who Was

interesting citizen of Augusta, who is per- 
haps the oldest man in the state, and 
who is without doubt the best preserved 
and most active man of his years.

His Early Life. 

Mr. Smyser was bern in the city of 
Charleston, S C. His father came from 
Germany with a party of well-to-do young 
fellows of adventurous turn, who ceme to 
cast their fortunes in the new ‘vorid. He 
became a merchant in Charleston and 
subsequently married a yours lady of that 
city. The subject of this sketch ‘was their 
first child, and while he was vet an infant 
both his parents died. He was taken 
by his maternal grandparents. His g1tund- 
father died when he was fourtzen years 
old, having previously failed in business, 
so that the lad was thrown penniless upon 
his own resources. He apprenticed him- 
self to a shipbuilder and served lis trade 
seven years. At the age of twenty-two 
he married, and at twenty-three began the 
business of shipbuilding on his wwn ac- 
count. fis first wife died after some years, 
and in 1854 he marricd a second time. This 
wife lived happily with hinr for thirty-five 
years until her death in 1889. 4is children 
had previously died, so that he is now the 
sole survivor of the family. 


Some Early Recollections. 

*‘The first event of historical interest that 
I remember,” said Mr. 
correspondent, ‘“‘is the war of 1812. I recol- 
lect well when they were building the 
breastworks across the city from river to 
river, and every man in Charleston was 
required to work on the fortifications so 
many days in each week, or to furnish a 
substitute. Slaveholders were obliged to 
furnish a certain number of slaves. I 
remember going there with my grandfather

A Negro Breaks Into a Store and Helps 
Himself to the Goods. 


Griffin, Ga., December 17.—(Special.)— 
Early yesterday morning a negro named 
Will King, from Atlanta, burglarized 
the grocery store of Noel F. Barnett.

ROBINSON'S TRIAL, 


Cases Involving the Judge’s Impeachment 
5000 To Come Up. 


ONLY ONE OF ie Re ency 


If That One, Will Be Proven Against 
the Judge—The Governor and 
His Appointments. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 17.—(Special.) 
The case involving the impeachment of 
Probate Judge Robinson, of Lee county, 
will come up for trial in the supreme court 
this week. 

There were three counts in the indictment 
filed by the governor, on the advice of citi- 
zens of Lee county, against the judge. The 
evidence appears, it is stated, to sustain 
only one of the charges, if that—fhebriety. 
The question is, does the judge get boozy 
too often? The only probate judge who has 
been impeache? in the past ten years in 
Alabama was Judge Savage, of Cherokee, 
who several years ago was convicted of 
inebriety. 


Does Patronage Pay. 

Governor Oates has occupied the chair of 
the chief executive for one year. During 
that time it has fallen his lot to make 1,232 
appointments. This at first sight would 
appear to be to the governor’s personal ad- 
vantage. However ,it is an open question 
in Alabama. Governor Oates {ts a candidate 
for the senate. The patronage he dispenses 
while governor will naturally make him 
some capital, but the impresston is that. he, 
or any other man, will lose more friends 
than he will make in the exercise of the 
appointing power. In many cases aS Many 
as twenty-five or thirty of the govergor’s 
political friends contended for the same 
office. Each one felt that his chances were 
good, that his claim on the office was best, 
and that the people wanted him. Only one 
could be appointed, and hence the feelings 
of some twenty-nine were more or less 
hurt, and a slight grievance was born to 
each. 

Among the appointments made by the 
governor are twenty-seven judges and 
clerks, twenty special judges, 827 justices 
of the peace, 200 pension examiners, thirty- 
nine school trustees, forty-three exposition 
appointments and sixty-six chairmen of tax 
boards. He has also within the year grant- 
ed 164 pardons and remissions of fines, 
respited one criminal and commuted from 
death to life sentence two. He has had a 
busy year of it. 

It Deserves Help. 

In compliance with the action of the 
board of trustees of the Alabama white 
girls’ industrial schoot, Governor Oates has 
written each of the representatives in con- 
gress from this state, asking their aid in 
securing from the government a donation of 
lands for the benefit of that institution. 
The school is a new one, having been 
erected by the last legislature, and the 
state, while the need of such an institution 
was apparent, was not able to lend much 
financial aid. It was therefore established 
with an appropriation of only $15,000, and 
with a state endowment of only $10,000 more 
annually. The governor, in his letter, calls 
the attention of the congressmen to the 
fact that Alabama has three flourishing and 
well-endowed colored industrial schools, 
whereas the school in interest is the first 
and only institution of like character for 
whites ever established in the state. An 
earnest effort in behalf of the school on 
the part of the congressmen will be appre- 
ciated by every good citizen of Alabama. 


Died in His Doorway. 


An Anniston special says: 

“James D. Hall, a resident of the Aber- 
nathy community, Cleburne county, was 
found dead yesterday morning at an illicit 
distillery which was being operated near his 
home, having been shot to death. The mur- 
der was a mysterious one. United States 
Deputy Collector Creen and Deputy Mar- 
shals Barker and Jackson made a raid in 
this section last night and captured and 
destroyed the still, but no arrests could be 


made.” 
Glad To Get Home. 


During the very hard times of two years 
ago a large number of families left the 
neighborhood of Florence, Ala., for Texas, 
hoping to find there greater prosperity. 
Last spring they commenced to return, and 
a few days ago the last of three dozen 
families reached their old home, where they 
say they have struck their tents for life. 
They were. chiefly farmers, and most of 
them disposed of their little farms, stock, 
tools, etc., when they went away. Most of 
them will, therefore, have to start life anew; 
but they are so much gratified to get back 
to Alabama again that the work of recon- 
struction is a pleasure to them.

Next Year’s Meeting Will Be Held in 
Montgomery. 

Montgomery, Ala., December 17.—The 
Alabaiia conference of the Metnoaist 
Episcopal church south finished its labors 
at Troy last night and adjourned to meet in 
Montgomery next year. A great deal of 
businéss was transacted and all matters 
were closed up satisfactorily. The report 
on books and periodicals showed that 
branch of the church to have had the 
most prosperous year of its existence.

SECRETARY .HAS DECIDED TO 
GIVE THE UNION IRON WORKS 


An Opportunity To Secure a Contract 
for One of the Proposed Battle- 
ships, No. 5 or No. 6. 


Washington, December  17,.—Secretary 
Herbert has decided to give the Union 
Iron works, of San Francisco, an opportu- 
nity to secure one of the two battleships— 
Nos. 5 and 6—for which bids were recently 
opeaed at the navy department, through 
the medium of modifying its bids, made 
at that time, for constructing one or both 
of the vessels on the plans prepared by 
the department. In the bid for building 
the battleships on the department idea 
the Newport News Shipbuilding Company 
was the lowet bidder, agreeing to _ con- 
struct one for $2,350,000, or both for g,- 
250,000 each. The Union Iron works was 
the next lowest in this class, with a bid 
of $2,740,000 for one, or $2,640,000 each if 
given the contract for both. The highest 
bidder was the Cramp Company, of Phila- 
delphia, with $2,820,00 for one vessel, or 
$2.730,000 a piece if given both contracts.

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IS MYERS IN JAIL?! 


The Murderer Supposed To Be Under 
Arrest at Florence, §. C. 


SHERIFF BARNES MAY GO THERE

A Telegram from Florence’ Stating 
That a Man Supposed To Be 
Myers Has Been Arrested. 


The following telegram was received at 
police headquarters yesterday: 

“Florence, 8. C., December 17, 1895.—A. B. 
Connolly, Chief of Police, Atlanta: Man 
supposed to be Will Myers, answering de- 
scription fully, captured and now in jail 
here. Answer. G. W. LAWSON.” 

The receipt of that telegram gave Chief 
Connolly and Sheriff Barnes hope that 
(Myers had at last been located and jailed, 
and during yesterday and last night steps 
were being taken to ascertain if the man 
arrested was the .murderer of Forrest 
Crowley. 

The telegram came to Chief Connolly yes- 
terday morning, and he at once referred it 
to Sheriff Barnes. The latter quickly began 
a telegraphic correspondence with the Fior- 
ence man. Several telegrams were sent to 
Florence during the day, but at a late hour 
last night no reply had been received by 
Sheriff Barnes. 

The reported capture of Myers is looked 
upon as more likely than the many worth- 
less rumors of his arrest and travels which 
have been current recently. The officers 
can easily surmise how possible and prob- 
able it would be for Myers to be in South 
Carolina, the conclusion being reached by 
reason of the alleged fact that the criminal 
was in Florida some time ago. It is be- 
lieved that he might have gone up the coast 
from Georgia, intending to make his way 
through the Palmetto State on to the north- 
east, perhaps to New York. 

Sheriff Barnes held himself in readiness to 
go to Florence at any moment vesterday 
and last night. Had he received a tele- 
gram convincing him that it was really 
Myers in jail there he would have lost no 
time in bringing the slayer of Crowley 
back to Atlanta. 

The sheriff sent several dispatches to 
Lawson yesterday, but from some reason 
unknown to him received no replies. Chief 
Connolly telegraphed the Florence man to 
hold the prisoner until it could be determin- 
ed if he is Myers, the chief stating that 
Sheriff Barnes would send a man to Flor- 
ence to identify the escaped criminal if 
necessary. 

Florence is a small station on the direct 
route from Columbia to Wilmington, N. C., 
about halfway between the two cities. 

Myers escaped on October 2lst last, and 
since that time it is not believed that any 
one has discovered a positive clew to his 
whereabouts. Detective Cason spent two 
weeks in Florida looking for Myers, and he 
says that he was on a good trail, but de- 
clined to give any explanation of his claim. 
It was widely stated at the time that Myers 
was certainly in Florida and was endeavor- 
ing to go on south, possibly to some foreign 
country, making his escape final.

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Special Term of Court To Try Murder- 
ers—Political Gossip. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 17.—4Special.)— 
Governér Carr ordered a special term or 
Beaufort superior court to begin January 
6th,” for the trial of the four young white 
men who assassinated J. B. Bonner, at 
Aurora.

Negroes near by saw 
the fire, but were afraid to go to the place, 
as when the gin was burned Massenburg 
had stationed himself in front of it, armed 
with a shotgun, and dared any one to try 
to save the house. Massenburg was in 
jail, but is now at liberty.

Furniture Dealer Bryant Shoots a Young 
Negro Woman. 


MAY BE FATALLY WOUNDED 


It Seems That He Wert’ Collecting 
Armed with a Bottle of Whisky 
and a Pistol, Using Both. 


J. P. Bryant, the Marietta street furniture 


dealer, occupies.a cell at police headquarters 
on a very serious charge, with the added 
discomfort of having several deep wounds 
on his head. When locked up his head and 
face were covered with blood, which flowed 
from the gashes on his head. 

Lying between life and death at the Grady 
hospital is Katie Woods, a young colored 
woman living on Wylie street, Reynolds- 
town, suffering from a pistol shot wound 
said to have been inflicted by the hand of 
Bryant. The woman was not expected to 
survive at a late hour last night. 

The bloody affair took place at the home 
of the woman, beyond the eastern part of 
the city, last night. The details of it are 
not known to the police, but it appears 
that a bloody battle between Bryant and 
some one took place. He had been drinking 
last night, and when locked up could not 
give an account of himself. 

Fletcher Reynolds, a relative of the wo- 
man, rushed to the city after the police, 
stating that Bryant had shot the Wocds 
woman. He claimed to know nothing of the 
shooting, stating that he was a short dis- 
tance away from home when it occurred. 
He said that the woman was about to die, 
and asked that the ambulance be sent out 
for her at once, which was done, the wound- 
ed woman reaching the hospital just before 
midnight. | 

It was learned from the man tnat Bryant 
had sold the mother of the woman some 
.urniture some time ago. Lhe mother re- 
cently died and the daughter assumed an 
indebtedness on the stuff, it having been 
soid on the installment plan. It seems that 
the woman owed Bryant a balance on the 
assumed debt, and Bryant went to the 
negro’s house last night armed with a 
pistol and an overdose of whisky for the 
purpose of collecting part of the money. 

From his condition .it appears that he 
met with failure in the object of his visit, 
and also with considerable resistance, his 
bloody head being the best evidence. 
wuring the melee it seems that Bryant jerk- 
ed out his pistol and fired one shot st the 
woman, the ball entering and lodging in her 
body. He then dropped the gun and his ‘hat 
and fled from the house, coming to the city. 
an effort was made to capture Bryant be- 
fore he got away from Reynoldstown, a 
neero settlement some distance beyond the 
limits, but he evaded his pursuers and 
succeeded in getting to the center cf the 
city before he was picked up dy the police. 

Bryant was stopped by Officer Reed at 
the corner of Alabama and Whitehall 
streets, the officer noticing that his face 
and head were streaked with fresh blood. 
The officer asked the wounded man how he 
came by the wounds, and when Bryant 
failed to give a satisfactory explanation, 
the officer decided to take charge of him 
and send him to police headquarters, not 
knowing that the bloody man was wanted 
for assault to murder, and possibly for 
murder. 

Bryant said that.he got cut on Hunter 
street, but further. than that gave no ac- 
count of. his trouble, claiming that he had 
hurt no one, and knew nothing of shooting 
a woman. 

Dr. N. O. Harris dressed Bryant’s wounds 
at midnight. He said that the prisoner 
would be all right when he sobered up.

THEY HAVE NO GUNS. 


Naval Reserves Say They Have Not 
Reen Rightly Treated. 


Brunswick, G:s., December 17.—(Special.) 
There has been moi. or less dissatisfaction 
in the ranks of the lotai raval reserves 
for some time past, due to the seemingly 
utter disregard with which the organization 
is treated by the national government. 

This dissatisfaction has been shared bv 
the officers and seamen alike and has been 
frequently expressed in no uncertain man- 
ner. Lieutenant Aiken, the commanding 
officer, finally ordered all weekly drills dis- 
continued until arms were furnished the 
company from some source and thus mat- 
ters stood. Brunswick was then placed in 
this position from the standpoint of the 
company: She had an organization of 
fifty-six mem enlisted for over a year.in 
the service of their country. These men at 
a personal expense were provided with uni- 
forms and an armory which cost an annual 
rental of $300. Weekly drills had been held 
with regularity and enthusiasm was kept 
high. A magnificent band was organized 
under the special protection and patronage 
of the reserves. To offset this the govern- 
ment had furnished them two days’ instruc- 
tion on board a warship; cutlass and one 
hammock apiece. It is hardly to be won- 
dered that the boys were a trifle sore over 
their treatment, especially when it was 
known that their commander was almost 
weekly writing letters begging for arms 
with which to drill. 

It was a case where anything in the shape 
of a gun would have been acceptable, but 
none could be secured. In the emergencv 
Governor Atkinson and the state authori- 
ties were written to asking for the loan of 
guns from disbanded companies, but they: 
had none at hand. Then it was that Liet- 
tenant Aiken threw up the weekly drills. 
but asked the boys not to lose heart. The 
members held on, determined to see it out 
anyway while their enlistment was in force. 
and they are now very glad they did so. 
Lieutenant Aiken at the last meeting, called 
especially for that and other purposes, an- 
nounced to the company the favorable re- 
sult of his late correspondence with the 
Washington authorities and assured them 
that Congressman Turner would give his 
personal attention toward securing recog- 
nition for the Georgia branch of the naval 
militia. He has been working earnestly by 
mail for some time to help the company 
and now hopes to accomplish more by per- 
sonal application. 

In addition to this statement the lieu- 
tenant read extracts from the annual re- 
port to the secretary of the navy of the op- 
erations for the naval militia for 1895, and 
by them clearly convinced the company 
that the government did not intend to neg- 
lect them, but was compelled to do so on 
account of funds sufficient for the purpose 
not being appropriated, and that other 
and much older organizations in other 
states had not received anything more from 
the government than they, Further, that 
those in the navy most interested in the 
reserve force of t®*s country were recom- 
mending a much larger and needed appro- 
priation for their benefit. The result of this 
information being given to the company 
has added new lifé to it and they are 
again becoming warmed up to their ald- 
time enthusiasm. 

in the annuai report referred to the com- 
ment of the officers on the drills put up by 
the Brunswick boys wh-.e a»oard the Am- 
phitrite practicing last summer, was exceed- 
ingly creditable to the organization as a 
whole. One paragraph in the report reads: 
“Considering their lack of previous oppor- 
tunity, etc., their drills on board were high- 
ly creditable.”” W. C. Wise, captain com- 
manding, of the Amphitrite, makes a spe- 
cial repoft on the reserves’ work, in which 
he says: “They are a very intelligent body 
of men, enthusiastic and evidently have 
great pride in their naval work. They give 
promise of being a very valuable auxil- 
iary.” .

The congress on Africa presented some 
new and unusual aspects. It also presented 
some things which to the people who know 
the negro in the south are not new and 
among these things was the music. While 
the proceedings of the gathering were 
Strongly characterized by a ripeness. of 
thought and culture creditable to the race, 
the musical feature was made up of those 
primitive negro melodies which bear the 
stamp of the negro imagination and which 
are peculiarly suited to the expression of 
the religious feelings of the race. 

These songs are African in their origin 
and mold. They were written by negroes 
and are strong types of the musical lit- 
erature of the people. As such it is en- 
couraging to note that the intelligent minds 
which directed the congress fully appre- 
clated them. The singing of the songs 
was a feature of the congress. They were 
sung. by an appreciative choir of energetic 
students of one of the progressive colored 
schools here. 

The airs are the popular church airs of 
the negroes—the race generally. Of course, 
the city churches do not use them so much, 
but throughout the south they are sung 
by the colored people. The more polished 
and ambitious efforts of the negroes are far 
less popular with the race. The songs, 
“Swing Low, Sweet Chariot,”” “Steal 
way,” “Rise and Shine, Brother,” “I’m 
a Rolling,” “He Rose from the Dead,”’ and 
others are familiar to nearly every grown 
up member of the race. The rendition of 
these songs proved te be a striking feature 
of the congress. 

“Swing Low, Sweet Chariot” is one of 
the most popular of all the songs. Follow 
the drift:

NEGRO GIRL KILLED. 


An Officer Shot Her While She Was 
Stealing Coal. 
Birmtggham, Ala., December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Police Officer J. N. Byars shot and 
killed Lizzie Durr, a thirteen-year-old ne- 
gro girl, shortly after 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The killing took place on Thirteenth 
street, between Second and {Third avenues. 
near a car of coal belonging to the Tennes- 

see Coal, Iron and Railroad Company. 

Officer Byars was arrested on a warrant 
charging murder. The girl, who is quite 
tall for her age, met instant death. She 
was shot just behind the left ear, the ball 
passing through her brain. The officers 
state that they had been ordered by Night 
Captain of Police Weir to go to the scene 
of the tragedy at the hour named for the 
purpose of arresting thieves, who have been 
in the habit of stealing coal from the cars 
left in that vicinity. When the officers ar- 
rived upon the scene there were a number 
of negro youths and women on top of the 
car mentioned. Officer Byars says he drew 
hig pistol and pointed it in the air and com- 
manded them to come down from the car. 
Several of the negroes had anticipated the 
command by making off when the officers 
approached. It is claimed that one of the 
occupants of the car threw a basket of coal 
on Officer Byars and then the dead girl. 
the officer says, jumped on him, and the 
pistol, which he had pointed in the air to 
scare the negroes, went off and the girl’s 
death was the result. 


Found Dead. 

Ceroner Dusenberry yesterday investi- 
gated the death of Roy Zane, a young white 
»man, who was found dead beside the boil- 
ers at the Bessemer furnaces on Saturdav 
afternoon.

Mr. Cleveland Talks Out. 

There will be no disposition in this 
section at least to criticise or object to 
the tone and spirit of Mr. Cleveland’s 
message with which he accompanies 
the correspondence between this coun- 
try and Great Britain in regard to the 
Venezuelan matter. ‘It will doubtless 
prove offensive to the tories whose com- 
mercial instincts have abolished « all 
patriotic impulses from their mind, but 
the great body of the people will en- 
thusiastically approve the ‘firm stand 
Mr. Cleveland has taken. 

The message is called forth by Lord 
Salisbury’s reply to representations 
made by this government to Great Brit- 
ain in regard to the Venezuelan bound- 
ary question, suggesting that the mat- 
ter be submitted to arbitration. In re- 
ply Lord Salisbury has.addressed two 
notes to Sir Julian Pauncefote, the Brit- 
ish ambassador at Washington. One of 
these notes discusses the Monroe doc- 
trine, the British government maintain- 
ing that a new and strange extension 
and development of this doctrine is in- 
sisted on in the present instance, and 
that the reasons justifying an appeal to 
the doctrine enunciated by President 
Monroe are inapplicable “to the state 
of things in which we live at the pres- 
ent day.” , 

The president disposes of this objec- 
tion by pointing out that the doctrine 
on which we stand is strong and sound 
because its enforcement is important 
to our peace and safety as a nation, and 
essential to the integrity of our free in- 
stitutions and the tranquil maintenance 
of our distinctive form of government. 

Consequently “it was intended to ap- 
ply to every phase of our national life, 
and cannot become obsolete while our 
republic endures.” 

In other words, a measure that was 
essential to the republic at one phase 
of its existence must always be essen- 
tial to the maintenance of its growth 
and development. 

The messagé is very strong through- 
out, and from first to last breathes the 
genuine American-spirit. It- strikes a 
note of patriotism that is not often 
heard in high places during these lat- 
ter days, and for that reason it will 
fall on the ears of the people with a 


-welcome sound. 


Out of abundant caution, Mr. Cleve- 


land suggests that *ongress make an | 


adequate appropriation for the expenses 
of a commission to be appointed by the 
president, this commission to make the 
necessary investigation.and repoft unon 
the matter with the least possible de- 
lay. This haying been done and the 
report having been accepted, it will, in 
Mr. Cleveland’s opinion, “be the duty of 
the United States to resist by every 
means within its power, as a willful ag- 
gression upon its rights and interests, 
the appropriation by Great Britain of 
any lands, or the exercise of govern- 
mental jurisdiction over any territory 
which, after investigation, we have de- 
termined of right belongs to Venezeula.” 

The president says he is fully alive 
to the responsibilities’ incurred, -and 
keenly realizes all the consequences that 
may follow. “Nevertheless, there is 
no calamity which a great nation can 
invite that equals that whieh follows 
a supine submission to wrong and in- 
justice and the consequent loss of na- 
tional self-respect and honor, beneath 
which are shielded and defended a peo- 
ple’s safety and greatness.” 

To that every true American will say 
Amen!

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What It Means. 

The London Times loftily remarks 
that “judgment must be suspended on 
that portion of Mr. Carlisle’s policy 
dealing with greenbacks until the de- 
tails are fully known and discussed by 
financial experts.” 

The tone of this remark leads us to be- 
lieve that if The Times had not kindly 
refused to “suspend” its “judgment” 
something awful Would happen. And 
yet, under the circumstances, the re- 
mark of the British Thunderer is not at 
all out of place. It is altogether proper 
that the organ of the British money 
barons should feel an extreme interest 
in the financial policy at present in 
vogue in the United States; for that 
policy has been adopted at the dictation 
of British bankers of the Bertram Cur- 
rie stripe, and as long as it is persisted 
in Great Britain will dictate not only 
the financial but the political policy of 
this country. 

As for “the policy dealing with green- 
backs,” if The Times will refer to Mr. 
Cleveland’s message to the last congress 
and to the accompanying report of Mr. 
Carlisle, it will promptly acquit them 
both of responsibility for the policy that 
insists on the retirement of the green- 
backs. Mr. Carlisle, following the lead 
of Mr. Cleveland, had another and quite 
a different policy, Mr. Cleveland’s 
message also foreshadowed a different 
policy. We need not go into the details 
now, but our readers will have no ‘dif- 
ficulty in remembering how the organs 
of the banks turned upon Mr. Carlisle 
and rent him for daring to suggest a 
system of state banks. 

The eastern bankers, prompted by 


British suggestions, wanted the green- , 


backs retired so that the national banks 
might be perpetuated and at the same 
time have an increased power to con- 
tract or expand the currency to their 
own profit. This was what the eastern 
banks wanted, and speaking through 
their organs, they made no bones of say- 
ing so. 

We have hesitated about discussing 
a scheme so absurd and ridiculous that 
it seems to. have died be 


— 


fa part of the currency. The debt which | 


they represent is one that bears no in- 
terest and consequently costs the people 
nothing. Whereas, the British proposi- 
tion is to transmute it into an interest- 
bearing debt for the sole benefit of the 
national banks, which will employ the 
bonds to perpetuate the national bank- 
ing system. 

That is the whole scheme of green- 
back retirement and it is a scheme that 
had its orfgin with the banks. It is con- 
ceived in the interest of the banks and 
not in the int®rest of the people. It is 
Sprung now and insisted on because the 
money power has a lively hope that Mr. 
Cleveland by the use of his power and 
personal influence can be as successful 
in forcing this scheme on the people 
as he was in compelling the last con- 
gress to refrain from democratic finan- 
cial legislation by unconditionally re- 
pealing the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act. 

But unconditional repeal was brought 
about as much by fraud and deception 
as it was by Mr. Cleveland’s influence. 
Many worthy democrats were led to 
believe that it was only the “first step” 
toward the remonétization of silver. 
This was announced in a dozen demo- 
cratic speeches in the house and in the 
enate. Congressmen were told by those 
who were thought to be familiar with 
the intentions of the administration that 
as soon as the European nations saw 
that this country no longer intended to 
bear the burden of compulsory silver 
purchase and coinage, they would 
hasten to call an international confer- 
ence and proceed to remonetize silver. 

Thé people need not be told what has 
happened. 


But no such fraud and deception can 


be practiced on congressmen with 
respect to the retirement of the green- 
backs. The seheme is too bold and 
brazen to deceive anybody. This its 


promoters know, and so they are going | 


about urging the scheme with all the 
audacity and shamelessness that reck- 
less greed and selfishness can give 
rise to. 

Not even the republicans are willing 
to defy the public sentiment of the 
country by indorsing the scheme. The 
other day when the venerable Galusha 
rrow, of Pennsylvania, denounced it 
in the house, his remarks were ap- 
plauded in a way that showed kow fu- 
tile will be the efforts of the money 
power to promote this new aggression.

The Outlook Is ‘Peaceful. 


The best way for this country to main- 
tain its peaceful relations with England, 
or with any other European power, is to 
be always prepared for war. 

This was President Washington’s 
idea and it is a sound one. When we 
leave the Monroe doctrine in abeyance 
we are always in danger, but when we 
show in an unmistakable way that we 
propose to enforce it there is no dan- 
ger of ‘a collision. The British have 
certain interests in Central and South 
America, but they are not at present 
ready to push them at the point of the 


bayonet. 
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send an invading army into a country 
inhabited by 70,000,000 people. 

If it should become necessary<for us 
to take a gecisive stand in famor of a 
Spanish-American republic whose rights 
were endangered by British aggression, 
it goes without saying that England 
would back down. , This has been her 
policy for generations. When we are 
firm and bold she makes concessions; 
when we hesitate she advances. 

It is not likely that any of our dif- 
ferences for many years to come will 
result in a clash of arms, and if the 
British ever attack us again it will 
probably be on the water, or ‘n the 
vicinity of our seaboard cities. 

There is no reason why we should not 
go ahead and uphold the Monroe doc- 
trine without dreading any unpleasant 
consequences. And we should uphold 
it in letter and spirit at all hazards.

Hardships of Women in New York. 

So many respectable women have been 
arrested in New York during the past 
few months upon groundless charges 
that the chief of police of that city has 
felt called upon to publish a set of rules 
for the guidance of the weaker sex 
after sundown. The rules are as fol- 
lows: 

Rule 1. No lady should speak to an un- 
known man to ask a question at night. 

Rule 2. If there is ne policeman in sight 
and none appears, make whatever inquiries 
are desired of the first woman who appears. 

Rule 3. No matter how rough the locality, 
a woman will have some courtesy toward 
a member of her own sex. 

Rule 4. If it becomes absolutely necessary 
to address a citizen, stand far enough away 
from him and speak in sufficiently loud 
tones so that any passerby may hear what 
is said. 

These rules may be submitted to in 
New York, but they would incite a re- 
volt in other cities, The St. Louis Re- 
public makes the point that the first 
rule would compel ladies to seek an in- 
troduction to the usher at a theater be- 
fore they could ask for a programme, 
and it would prevent them from asking 
a question of a waiter at a restaurant. 
The second rule would prevent women 
from getting about unless they were 
acquainted with the street car conduc- 
tors.

A Media, Pa., spécial of Wednesday says: 
The trial of John A. Silvey, formerly sta- 
tion agent at Chadds Ford, who was charg- 
ed with robbing his own safe, had a sen- 
sational ending this afternoon. It was 
charged by the prosecution, the City Trust 
Company, of Philadelphia, security for 
Silvey to the Adams Express Company, 
that Silvey had bored into the safe him- 
self and appropriated the $238 which was 
stolen. The safe and the drilled door con- 
stituted the principal evidence against Sil- 
vey. Experts for the commonwealth said 
the door could not have been drilled, as it 
was, directly into the screws that held the 
bolt and the lock drawn wifh the safe 
door closed and locked. This evidence was 
denied and disproved very clearly by Albert 
Jansen, who said he knew all about locks. 
He explained how the screws could be 
located from the outside, and, with the 
drilled safe, in the presence of the court 


they broke into applause when Jansen | 


made a cutting reply to District Attorney 
Schaffer. At «ie conclusion of the evi- 
dence Judge Clayton said he would not 
sustain a verdict of guilty on the evi- 
dence, and instructed the jury to give a 
verdict of acquittal, which was done. 


Senator Peffer has made a calculation 
which shows that the average cost of bury- 
ing deceased congressmen is $3,000, “the 
value of an American farm.’’ This is man- 
ifestly improvident, and yet it is only the 
simple truth to say that there have been 
cases in which the people did not be- 
grudge the expense.

Big Batch of Claims Filed in Court 
Yesterday Morning. 


FORCIBLE EJECTMENT CASES 


Bailiff Harper Sted for Throwing the 
Contents of a House in the Rain. 
Other Damage Suits. 


Yesterday was return day in the superior 
court and a big batch of suits were filed 
for record in the clerk’s office. Judge Tan- 
ner and his corps of assistants had their 
hands full recording the papers. 

Most of the guits filed are claims on 
notes and other indebtedness but several 
interesting damage suits were in the lot.

Tiring of a Cell, He Asks for His Lib- 
erty or Prosecution, Being Held 
as a Simple Suspect.

“The climate,’”’ Mr. Fallon said, “is ex- 
cellent in the interior, where coffee is rais- 
ed, and in the mountainous portions, but 
along the coast there is considerable mala- 
ria.”’ 

And in speaking of the coffee planting he 
said that, in his opinion, it was the very 
best agricultural pursuit for the planter. 
It was a crop that required considerable 
attention and patience, but when the crop 
was made, which takes from three to four 
years, according to the age of plants used, 
planters have realized as high as 50 per 
cent a year on the investment. Bananas 
were also grown very profitabiy, and there 
was a return on the planting in fifteen 
months.

INSURANCE MAN ARRESTED. 


W. E. MILLER WANTED IN SAN 
ANTONIO FOR FORGERY. 


Arrested on Complaint of Sheriff 
Campbell, of That City, Whe Is 
on His Way to Atlanta.

W. E. Miller, general agent of the Na- 
tional Accident Society of New York, was 
arrested yesterday morning on advice from 
the sheriff at San Antonio, Tex., that he 
was wanted there for forgery. The details 
of the charge were not given in the tele- 
graphic correspondence betwéen the sheriff 
and Chief Connolly. 

Sheriff John P. Campbell, of San Antonio, 
telegraphed Chief Connolly yesterday morn- 
ing asking that Miller be arrested for 
forgery. Sergeant Slaughter had no trouble 
in finding Miller at the office of his com- 
pany, room 401 Gould building, and he was 
taken charge of and locked up. 

Miller says that he is not guilty of the 
charge, stating that he knows nothing of it, 
unless it resulted from some irregular work 
of some of his agents there, he having 
represented the compnny in San Antonio 
until recently. He says that it is possible 
that one of his former agents forged the 
name of some one to a note or notes given 
in payment for policies, the notes being 
deposited as collateral and are now out- 
standing. 

Miller has retained Glenn & Rountree to 
defend him, and says that he expects to 
clear himself of the charge at once. He 
says that while in San Antonio he borrowed 
money on certain notes taken from his 
agents in payment for policies, but denies 
that he ever took one of the notes ur sign- 
.-- any one’s name fraudulently. 

Sheriff Campbell telegraphed last night 
that he would leave for Atlanta at once 
after Miller, bringing with him requisition 
papers. Habeas corpus papers may be 
sworn out by Miller.

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RETURN DAY SUITS 


Big Batch of Claims Filed in Court 
Yesterday Morning. 


FORCIBLE EJECTMENT CASES 


Bailiff Harper Sted for Throwing the 
Contents of a House in the Rain. 
Other Damage Suits. 


Yesterday was return day in the superior 
court and a big batch of suits were filed 
for record in the clerk’s office. Judge Tan- 
ner and his corps of assistants had their 
hands full recording the papers. 

Most of the gsuits filed are claims on 
notes and other indebtedness but several 
interesting damage suits were in the lot. 

R. H. Smith asks for $2,500 damages from 
the Clarke Hardware Company, on unusual 
grounds. He alleges that the company is 
responsible for an accident which hap- 
pened to him by the explosion of a cart- 
ridge. 

Smith sets up in his petition to the court 
that some time ago he bought from the 
Clarke Hardware Company a certain lot 
of cartridges which he subsequently 
learned were not of the size and make 
asked for in the store. He claims that by 
being given .44 caliber cartridges instead 
of .38 caliber ones one of the bullets ex- 


ploded in his gun while preparing it for a 
hunt, burning his face and eyes and other- 
wise injuring him. He claims that by the 
explosion his eyesight is \permanently in- 
jured and that his ability to earn money 
has been restricted, not being able to work 
as before the explosion, which, he alleges, 
resulted from the misrepresntation of the 
defandant’s clerk who sold him the cart- 
ridges.

Bailiff Harper Sued for $1,000. 


J. W. Harper, a justice court bailiff, is 
made the defendant in a $1,000 suit for dam- 
ages, filed by George W. Jones, of 138 
Fraser street, yesterday. The  batliff’s 
bondsmen in the sum of 500 are parties to 
the suit, the plaintiff asking a forfeiture 
of the bond by reason of the alleged vio- 
lation of its restrictions by Balliff Harper. 

Plaintiff Jones alleges that on the 6th 
day of July last he lived at 138 Fraser 
Street. On that day himself and family 
were away from home and he claims that 
during the absence Bailiff Harper pried 
open the door of his house and wilfully and 
maliciously, without warrant of law, threw 
the contents of his house out in the street, 
where they lay in the rain until badly 
damaged. It is alleged that the act of the 
bailiff disqualifies him to serve as an 
Officer of the law and his bondsmen are 
sued for their lability.

John W. Palmer sues the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railroad Company for $500 
damages for humiliation and wounded feel- 
ings on account of being ejected from a 
car of the company. Reed & Moss filed the 
bill for him. 

Palmer alleges that on June 14th last he 
boarded a car beyond the city limits com- 
ing to tthe city. He claims to have asked 
the conductor in charge of the car to put 
him off at Tyner’s corner, stating that he 
desire to go to the office of Dr. T. D. 
Love, near there, to have a wounded hand 
dressed. He claims that as the car 
reached Moore and Decatur etreets the 
conductor stopped the car and told him 
to get off and forced him to do so, despite 
his remonstrances. @y being ejected from 
the car before reaching this place of des- 
tination he was compelled to submit to 
being taken to the Grady hospital, where 
his wound was dressed. 

Palmer sets up that while his hand was 
bleeding some from a gunshot wound, still 
it was well wrapped with cloths and the 
blood was baing absorbed by them. He 
says that without insinuating that his 
treatment at the hospital was not satis- 
factory, he was compelled té6 go among 
strangers instead of being able to reach his 
friend’s office, Dr. Love. 


Two Railroad Damage Suits. 

Glenn & Rountree filed two railroad dam- 
age suits on similar grounds, both being 
claims for ejectment from trains. In both 
cases the trouble appears to have resulted 
from the pweties being unable to get their 
tickets properly validated in Atlanta. 

C. T. Caraker, of Elko, Ga., alleges tha¢ 
he bought a round-trip ticket from that 
place to Atlanta, paying the sum asked 
for it. When desiring to return home over 
the Central railroad he went to the vali- 
dation ticket office to get his ticket signed 
and validated. He claims that the agent in 
charge refused to validate his ticket and 
when the boarded the train and refused to 
pay fare the second time he was ejected 
from tthe train at Hapeville, greatly to his 
humiliation and wounded feelings. 

In consideration of his good faith and 
trouble in the mattter, Caraker asks that 
the tailroad company be required to show 
oause why he should not be paid $500 for 
the same. 


McNeel Wants $5,000. 

R. N. McNeel, of Newnan, Ga., wants 
the sum of $5,000 for being put off a train of 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad. He 
is represented by Glenn & Rountree, who 
filed a bill setting up that their client 
bought a return ticket from Newnan to 
Atlanta on October 3ist. 

McNeel alleges that he took his t'cket to 
the validation office and after being exam- 
ined there the agent in charge signed and 
stamped it, but after doing so scratched 
out the signature with a pen, refusing to 
give any reason for his act. McNeel claims 
to have boarded his train and says that 
when he declined to pay fare on the re- 
fusal of the conductor to accept his ticket 
he was forcibly ejected, injuring his feel- 
ings in the sight of many passengers.

The writ will be heard in the superior 
court, Rothery having petitioned the court 
to require Chief of Police Connolly to show 
cause why Rothery is being held without 
warrant of law. The petitioner alleges that 
he has committed no crime and that he is 
being wrongfully held in the prison. 

It was given out when Rothery was re- 
captured in Marietta last Friday afternoon 
that a warrant would be sworn out against 
him at once, but it seems that no steps 
have been taken in the case. It is said 
that the plaintiffs have been endeavoring 
to get Rothery to confess to having taken 
the diamonds from the Freeman jewelry 
store, but that he has constantly denied 
any knowledge of the theft. He is locked 
in a cell and no visitors are allowed to see 
him. 

Rothery does not deny that he was in 
Freeman's store in comfpany with Frank 
Dale on the afternoon of the big robbery, 
but he disclaims knowledge of any crooked 
work on the part of Dale. The latter is 
believed by the officers to be the man who 
got the valuable diamonds and other jewel- 
ry while being waited on by Mr. Anderson. 
He cannot be located by the police and 
detectives, although a vigorous search has 
been made for him. 

Rothery was captured in Marietta by de- 
tectives after escaping from the room of 
the detectives on the third floor of the po- 
lice station. He walked the entire distance 
and was found about to board a train for 
Cartersville.

Two Leading Citizens of That Country 
Arrive in Atlanta. 

Mr. Thomas H. Fallon and Mr. Renauld 
de la Croix, of Costa Rica, arrived here 
yesterday to see the exposition. They 
will spend several days here. Mr. Fallon 
is engaged in the raising of coffee and 
speaks enthusiastically of the prospects of 
the Central American country. He said 
last night that energy was always richly 
rewarded and the conditions were such 
that several of the very best crops could 
be raised in a year. The sugar cane grow- 
ing, he said, was a field that if it was more 


extensively gone into would be a most 
lucrative one, says The Times-Denfocrat. 

“he climate,’’ Mr. Fallon said, “is ex- 
cellent in the interior, where coffee is rais- 
ed, and in the mountainous portions, but 
along the coast there is considerable mala- 
ria.”’ 

And in speaking of the coffee planting he 
said that, in his opinion, it was the very 
best agricultural pursuit for the planter. 
It was a crop that required considerable 
attention and patience, but when the crop 
was made, which takes from three to four 
years, according to the age of plants used, 
planters have realized as high as 50 per 
cent a year on the investment. Bananas 
were also grown very profitabiy, and there 
was a return on the planting in fifteen 
months. 

San Jose, the capita’ of Costa Rica, was 
described by Mr. Fallon as a remarkably 


pretty city and the most modern of any ;

of the Central American cities. 
opulation of about 30,000 persons and the 
fehting is electric. Large lamps are also 
used on the streets, while all the houses 
use the incandescent light. The climate in 
the city is delightful, with the average 
temperature ranging from 60 to 70 degrees 
above zero the year round. It is an excel- 
lent market, where vegetables of every 
description are found all the year around.

INDORSED THE FAIR 


The World’s Columbian Commission 
Most Favorably Impressed. 


WENT TO AUGUSTA LAST NIGHT 


President Palmer Believes That Atlan- 
ta Has Accomplished More Than 
Did Chicago. 


The "World’s Columbian commission, af- 
ter a pleasant meeting yesterday morning, 
left last night for Augusta as the guests 
of Senator Patrick Walsh. 

The meeting yesterday morning was held 
in the assembly room fn the administration 
building and many of the commissioners 
yere present. The meeting was called to 
order by President T. W. Palmer and 
though it had the fofmality of a business 
meeting, there was no business transacted 
and a reunion of the members was held. 

The coming of the commissioners was al- 
most unannounced, as those who composed 
on did not care to have anv 
to their intended visit. 
They came to see the exposition and to 
hold a reunion, It was not tieir desire or 
intention to make any display — oo 

assed the time since tne 
ately ve the buildings, shaking 
each other’s hand and telling the stories of 
the days of the world’s fair. 

Yesterday afternoon the body took lunch- 
eon at the Piedmont Club. About thirtv 
members were present and the luncheon 
was one of a series of dinings they will 
give each year after this. Since the close 
of the Chicago fair the commission has been 
contemplating holding reunions each year. 
but the matter has been deferred. Several 
days ago President Palmer notified the 
members of the commission that he was 
coming to the exposition and asked them 
to join him in Atlanta. From nearly all 
he received an answer in the affirmative 
and the meeting here yesterday and the day 
before was the result of the letter. 

At the luncheon yesterday President 
Palmer addre:sed the members. He talked 
of the exposition and congratulated the di- 
rectors upon the good work they had done, 

“The exposition, when everything is taken 
into consideration,” said he, “is a much bet- 
ter fair than was the Chicago exposition. 
and the men who have made it deserve 
more credit than do those who made the 
world’s fair. Chicago has a large territorm% 
and a greater population, while Atlanta 
has not a sufficient local population even 
to compare with that we enjoyed.” 

He spoke of the work of President Collier 
and the directors in a most complimentary 
manner and was liberally applauded by the 
other members. 

The party left last night over the Geor- 
gia railroad in a special car for Augusta. 

They went as the guests of Senator Walsh 
and will be his guests today in Augusta. 
They will be driven ‘over the city and will 
be carried to the points of interest, after 
which the party will disband and will re- 
turn home. 

Next year the cormmmission will again meet 
and the second reunion of the organization 
will be held. It has not been decided where 
the next place of meeting will be, but it is 
very probable that the body will meet m 
Nashville at the Centennial. 

The party was very much pleased with 
the exposition. President Palmer said be- 
fore leaving the grounds that he had been 
most favorably impressed with the general 
outlines of the exposition and the arrange- 
ments of the grounds was a very pleasing 
feature. He thought the buildings were 
even more substantial than necessary and 
if any criticsm could be expressed, too 
much money was placed in the structures. 
On a whole, and everything taken into 
consideration, the exposition was ahead of 
the Chicago fair and he was glad to see 
the south interésted in the work of devel- 
oping the resources of the south and build- 
ing up new industries.

JUDGE LUMPKIN ORDERS THE 
PROPERTY SOLD. 


The Proceeds Will Be Used in Paying 
the Debts of the Home and Es- 
tablishing Smaller Ones. 


Judge Lumpkin has decided that the 
property of the Confederate Soldiers’ home 
shall be divided into lots and sold for the 
benefit of the Georgia soldiers. The pro- 
ceeds of the sale will be expended in pur- 
chasing homes for the maimed and feeble 
veterans in the different counties of the 
state. 

Some time ago a commission, consisting 
of W. L. Calhoun, W. H. Ross, C. A. Ev- 
ans, R. D. Spalding and S. M. Inman, was 
appointed by the court to dispose of the 
home, and ‘the commission is now direct- 
ed to proceed to sell it subject to the ap- 
proval of the court. 

The debts of the home will first be paid, 
and the proceeds remaining turned over 
to the counties contributing to the erec- 
tion of the home. By that means it fs ex- 
pected that many small homes in different 
counties will be established for the sol- 
diers. 

The property is a valuable one and ad- 
vantageously located. 


Verdict for Holcomb. 

A verdict in the Conley damage case was 
reached in Judge Lumpkin’s court yester- 
day morning. E. T. Holcomb, the defend- 
ant, was given a verdict, the jury conclud- 
ing that Conley was not entitled to dam- 
ages. 

John T. Conley brought suit for heavy 
damages against Holcomb, J. H. McCon- 
nell and others for having testified that 
they would’ not believe him on oath. The

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The meeting was largely attended: by the 
members of the association, and was one 
of the most enthusiastic sessions ever held 
by the organization. Many of the members 
were present, and they entered actively in- 
to the work and demonstrated that they 
were ready to begin an active and energetic 
campaign in securing immigrants to the 
south. 

Several days ago a letter was received by 
President Collier from Secretary John T. 
Patrick, of North Carolina, asking for the 
use of the assembly room in which the 
association desired to hold a meeting. The 
use of the room was cheerfully given, and 
@ special invitation was sent the members 
of the association by the directors of the 
exposition. 

The meeting of yesterday morning was 
called to order at 10 o'clock by Mr. M. T. 
Bryan, president of the association and 
cfiairman of the executive board. The roll 
call showed that a large attendance was 
present. Chairman Bryan briefly stated the 
object of the meeting. He said he was 
anxious to have the members present to 
state their idea of the work. Several made 
remarks, and then the order of business 
Was entered into. 

Chairman Bryan stated that he had pre- 
pared a report, which not only reviewed 
the purposes for which the association was 
formed, but many suggestions were em- 
bodied in the report which he desired to 
place before the members for their con- 
sideration. The report, which is given be- 
low in full, was unanimously adopted. 

In presenting this report Chairman Bryan 
stated that he had given the subject matter 
his careful consideration, and believed that 
the interests of immigration to the south 
Was a direct appeal to all who were de- 
sirous of upbuilding this section of the 
country. The report is as follows: 

‘“*The last meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of.the Southern Interstate Immigra- 
tion and Industrial Association was held in 
the city of Chattanooga, Tenn., August 1, 
1894. At that meeting a constitution and by- 
laws were adopted for the government of 


' the association, and this was done pursuant 


to the action of the Augusta, Ga., conven- 


tion held in May preceding. 


‘The importance of a chart and guide for 
the officers of the association was made 
svéry convention of the asso- 
ciation by the uncertainty which necessarily 


attended its meetings. 
“Since we have a constitution and by- 
laws it may be well tere to refresh our 


recollection as to same, or to such portions 
thereof as may seem pertinent to the pres- 
ent inquiry, that wé@ may the better con- 
form our actions thereto and act within 
the scope of our authority. By reference to 
the constitution and by-laws, we find the 
declared objects of the association, briefly 
stated, to be: 

“9%. To encourage immigration of the 
right sort to the southern states. 

* 2. To aid in the improvement of immi- 
gration laws, so as to restrict immigration 
from abroad to the healthful, industrious 
and moral classes, who believe in American 
institutions, and who in good faith mean to 
support the same. 

“3. To encourage capitalists to invest 
their money in the development of the min- 
eral, arborial and agricultural resources of 
the south.’ 

“The attainment of these objects should 
be the wish of every southern man, and it 
is not only the province, but the duty of 
‘the members of the executive committee, 
composed of representatives from every 
southern state, and to whom the manage- 
ment of the association is confided, to take 
such steps as will promote these ends, and 
it is for this purpose and with this object 
in view that you are called together. 

“The constitution and by-laws further pro- 
vide for the holding of an annual congress. 
For a bureau or bureaus of information and 
expositions of southern products, to be 
established at such times and places as 
the executive committee may deem proper, 
but to be under thedmmediate direction and 
control of a bureau and exhibition commit- 
tee, to be composed of one person from each 
state to be chosen by the executive com- 


etme a 


" mittee. 


“For the appointment of fiscal agents, who 
@re to give bond. : 

“Also the following committees to be ap- 
pointed by the association: 

“Finance, ways and means, imm*gration 
and immigration laws, transportation, agri- 
cultural, mineral resources, arborial wealth, 
manufacturing, climatology, rules and pro- 
cedure, legislation. 

“Each committee to consist of seven mem- 
bers, and the work of each committee to be 
On lines indicated by their respective names, 
and all fo submit a report to the next suc- 
ceeding congress of the work done by each, 
respectively, with such recommendation as 
they may think proper to make. 

“These recitals indicate pretty clearly the 
lines upon which the association is to con- 
duct its campaign of education and help 
on in the work of southern development. 

“While, as already seen, the constitution 
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| of the association contemplates an annual ) 


convention or congress, I did not call the 
committee together to convene one during 
the present year, for among other reasons 
it seemed to me the great Cotton States and 
International exposition, now being held in 
this city, obviated the necessity of a con- 
vention this year. This great exhibit is an 
object lesson to the world of the extent and 
varied resources of the south. Indeed, it 
has already aroused \the greatest interest 
at home and abroad; has stimulated in- 
quiry, and, with many, has enforced con- 
viction of the superior advantages of our 
section in climate, and in such -staple 
products as iron, coal, timber and cotton, 

“And, too, it is shown to be an inviting 
field for manufacturing and diversified in- 
dustries., 

“Now, it seems to me, in view of the in- 
terest aroused by this exposition and the in- 
cidental discussion of the advantages of 
our section, that it would be opportune to 
hold next year an immigration and indus- 
trial congress in some one of the southern 
States, and thus follow up the work of the 
exposition. 

“If this be détermined on, I would further 
Suggest that the committee outline a pro- 
gramme so that all may come prepared to 
offer something practical and to act in- 
teiligently. 

“Let committees be appointed now, so 
they may have time to examine into and 
report to the next congress on the subjects 
committed to them. And let us invite men, 
specially fitted for the work, to prepare 
papers on pertinent subjects, such as im- 
migration, climatology, mineral and agri- 
cultural resources, transportation, and kin- 
dred subjects. 

“In this manner we will get before the 
convention reliable and valuable data, show- 
ing the superiority and great advantage of 
our section in climate and resources, which 
can be put before the public in an attrac- 
tive form. 

“T would also recommend that steps be 
taken looking to the establishment by the 
general government of a permanent expo- 
sition at Washington, D. C., where may 
be exhibited the products of the several 
states of the union. It seem3 to me that 
an object lesson of this character at the 
national capital would be most beneficial 
in its results to all, and particularly to the 
south. 

“Appreciating not only the advantage, but 
I might say the necessity of the co-opera- 
tion of the railroads in any successful 
movement to secure immigration and capi- 
tal, I have myself invited and have instruct- 
ed the secretary to invite representative 
railroad men to meet in conference with 
and to aid and assist us in this work. 
Hitherto they have shown a disposition to 
co-operate with us, .and I think it a matter 
of the first importance that we have their 
co-operation. 

“Truly we have a great and promising 
field in this southland of ours to work in, 
and if we will be but practical and co- 
operate one with another in real earnest, 
the highest success is sure to crown our 
efforts.’’ 


Next Meeting in Nashville. 


The question as to where the next meet-} 


ing should be held was discussed by all 
present. Many cities had asked for the 
‘session of the association, and several ad- 
dresses were made while the matter was 
being discussed. 

Nashville was finally decided upon, and 
was selected unanimously. 

President Bryan was instructed to make 
all of the arrangements for the Nashville 
meeting, and was authorized to prepare a 
programme. 

An invitation from New York was read, 
urgently requesting that the next session 
be held in that city, but, as the association 
is entirely southern in its organization and 
is working for direct southern immigration, 
it was decided that the meetings should 
all be confined to the south. 

The session yesterday lasted for several 
hours, and when it adjourned the members 
came into the city and left last night for 
their homes. |

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KILLED BY A CONSTABLE. 


A Negro with Liquor on His Wagon 
Shot Down. 

Greenville, S. C., December 17.—(Special.) 
John Nichols, a negro, was shot yesterday 
by Dispensary Constable Howie, four miles 
from the city, about noon, on the White 
House road. Nichols and another negro were 
on a wagon loaded with fifty gallons of 
whisky, said to belong to Luther Trammell. 
‘The wagon was from up the country on 
the way to Pelzer. Constables had received 
some information regarding the wagon 
and were on the lookout. When the wagon 
was headed by the officers Nichols jumped 
downandran. The constables say they fired 
over his head to frighten and cause him 
to stop. He continued to run, and disap- 
peared in the woods about four hundred 
yards away. 

Howie unhitched the horses from his 
buggy and gave chase. In a short time 
he returned, stating that he had shot the 
negro. He says that just before he over- 
took the negro he had both bands under 
his coat, as if in the act of drawing a 
weapon, whereupon he fired. 

Nichols was shot in the back just above 
the shortribs. The officers took the wound- 
ed man to a house near by and came to 
town for a physician. 

Nichols died yesterday afternoon. A care- 
ful search revealed the fact that he had no 
weapon. It is said that Howie has gone to 
Columbia to surrender, not wishing to be 
kept in the Greenville jail. He was in no 
danger here, but the moonshiners must 
have made it disagreeable for him. The 
whisky was claimed by United States offi- 
cers and it was promptly surrendered to 
them and shipped to Collector Townes at 
Columbia. Jesse Latimer, the negro who 
was with Nichols, was brought to town 
and put in jail.

Julian, Fitz- 
simmons’s manager, objected to the time 
and purse when W. K. Wheelock, Stuart’s 
confidential agent, was here a few days 
ago, but changed his mind after a con- 
ference with Stuart at the Lawler hotel 
this morning.

GREAT PROGRESS EACH YEAR

The South’s Consumption of Its Great 
Crop Is Rapidly Growing—The 
Chicago Fair Advocated. 


Ex-Senator Patrick Walsh came up from 
Augusta Monday to attend the meeting 
of the world’s columbian exposition com- 
missioners. Senator Walsh is a great ad- 
mirer of Atlanta and a firm believer in the 
great destiny of Georgia and the south. 

Just now he is deeply interested in the 


proposed cotton exposition at Chicago. 

“It will be of great benefit to the south,” 
said he. ‘We should heartily encourage it. 
The Chicagcans are anxious to get more 
of the south’s trade and they are ready 
to put their capital into enterprises down 
here. We should encourage them. The 
Atlanta exposition has fixed the attention 
of the whole country on this section, but 
none who have been here were more im- 
pressed than the Chicagoans.” 

The senator is an encyclopedia of facts 
and statistics relating to the south’s com- 
merce. He is thoroughly posted on every 
branch of industry in the southern states, 
as his able speech in the senate a year ago 
evidenced. The south has now, he says, 
about eleven times as nfany spindles as she 
had twenty-five years ago. Then, the 
south had 344,000 spindles. Now she has 
3,769,000 spindles. 

“The Financial Chronicle has just col- 
lected some interesting statistics,’’ said 
Senator Walsh, as he drew from a pocket 


and read the following: 

‘In 1831 all the southern factories, seven 
in number, were located in Virginia, but 
collectively they contained only 9,344 spin- 
dies. The census of 1860 discloses the fact 
that of the 303,551 spindles then in opera- 
tion only a little more than half were to 
be credited to the Carolinas and Georgia 
and the enumeration of 1869-70 exhibited 
about the same relative result. IF urther- 
more, in 1860, Virginia was second only to 
Georgia in spinning capacity and Alabama 
outranked South Carolina. But what a 
change the later years have seen. The 
factories in the single state of either North 
Carolina or South Carolina contained in 
1894-95 more spindles than there were in 
the whole south fifteen years ago, and 
Georgia almost as many, and the mills 
of the two Carolinas operated more spin- 
dles than the whole south operated in a 
year as late as 1887-88. 

“The seven mills of 1831 contained on 
the average but 1,400 spindles each, and in 
1860 the average per mill was but 1,80 
spindles. In 1869-70 the average had risen 
to 2,237, im 1879-80 it was 3,423 and in 1889-90 
reached 5,994. The 23 factories working 
in 1890-91 operated on the average 6,200 
spindles each; in 1891-92 the average rose to 
6,616; im 1892-93 it was 6,331, and for 1893-94 
it was 6,751. Finally, in the season lately 
closed the average number of spindles per 
mill was 7,389. Stated in brief, between 
the dates of the first Atlanta exposition 
and that now being held the average ca- 
pacity of southern cotton nrills have been 
more than doubled. 

“Another point worthy of attention is 
the consuming power per spindle. in this 
direction, through improved equipments, 
etc., there has been much progress. On the 
basis of the census returns of 1869-70 the 
average consumption per spindle at that 
time was but about 110 pounds, or less 
than in earlier years, which would seem 
to prove conclusively that the machinery 
reported was far from being fully em- 
played. The 18:3-80 enumeration, however, 
furnished more reliable results and gave 
an average of 156 pounds. Passing along 
to 1889-90 we find that in that year the 
consumption per spindle was but 154% 
pounds, or slightly less than at the end 
of the previous decade, but in the interim 
the tendency had been toward the produc- 
tion. of a finer average count of yarn, 
which more than makes up for the snrall 
decrease in ameunt of cotton used. Al- 
though producing a still finer count in 
1890-91 the average consumption per spin- 
die rose to 158% pounds, and in the suc- 
ceeding year it was 163 pounds, the count 
of yarn being practically the same as in 
1890-91. The following season, 1892-93, wit- 
nessed a further rise in the count of yarn, 
but consumption continued at 163 pounds. 
In 1893-94 there was a drop to 155 pounds, 
which is mainly attributable to the large 
number of spindles that were idle part of 
the time. The season of 1894-95 exhibited a 
marked increase in the average, for al- 
though the count of yarn spun was one- 
half a number higher than in 1893-4 the 
consumption per spindle rose to 168% 
pounds; but to some extent the increase 
was due to the working of some of the 
milis in the Carolinas to their full capac- 
ity night and day. 

“Confining our attention to the years 
since 1869-70 we find that the gain in cot- 
ton consumption by southern mills in the 
first decennial period was nearly 140 per 
cent; between 1879-80 and 1889-90 there was 
a further increase of 187 per cent, and 
1294-96 exhibits an excess over 1889-90 of 
nearly 60 per cent. Furthermore, during 
the quarter of a century between 1869-70 
and 1894-95 the gain was approxinrately 
1,000 per cent, northern consumption ad- 
vancing during the like period only 148 
per cent. Expressed in weight, the con- 
sumption at the south has risen 314,095,366 
pounds since 1879-80, against an increase at 
the north of only 234,420,903 pounds. While 
in 1894-95 southern miils turned into goods 
150,140,844 pounds cotton more than in 1889-00, 
the concurrent excess at the north was but 
40,119,995 pounds. 

“A feature of our latest returns that has 
been but lightly touched upon as yet is the 
matter of new mills. Among the sixteen 
that were practically completed and in- 
tended to be put in operation before” the 
close of 1895 may be mentioned the Con- 
cord, N. C., mills, containing 25,000 spin- 
dies; the Dwight Manufacturing Company, 
of Alabama City, Ala., 26,000 spindles, and 
the Camden, 8. C., mills and the Marble 
Falls, Tex., mill, each 10,000 spindles. The 
fifty-seven new mills in course of 
erection or about to be constructed are in 
a large part to be credited to the Atlantic 
states, Only eleven of these projected mills 
being located in other sections of the 
south.”’ ;

New York, December 17.—The tendency of 
prices at the stock exchange up to the re- 
ceipt of the president's message on Venezu- 
elan matters was upward for the railway 
list. The Industrials, however, were inclined 
to weakness, and on realization scored mvd- 
erate declines. The bulls speculated in the 
railway list early in the day, and the west- 
ern issus especially were taken with more 
confidence on the belief that earnings after 
the first of the year will show material 
gairs. The Grangers naturally led the rise, 
but Louisville and Nashville, Kansas and 
Texas preferred and Atchison came in fora 
fair share of the business. Reading was 
heavy and lost a point on the publication of 
the reorganization plan, which is even more 
drastic than expected, After the publicatien 
of President Cleveliand’s message 19 Ccun- 
gréss on the Venezuelan question there was 
a marked change in sentiment and a rush 
to sell on the part of the professionai ele- 
ment. Brokers conspicuous mainly for their 
connection with the acknowledged bear 
leaders were the most prominent sellers 
during the afternoon. The decline, which 
followed was 4% per cent in Consolidated 
Gas, 3 in Erie Telephone, 2% in Manhattan 
and Chicago Gas, 2% in Sugar and \@z in 
the remainder of the active list. When it 
Was seen that wheat and government bonds 
were not influenced to any appreciable ex- 
tent by the developments at Washington, 
the whole list improved 4@1. Near the close 
the selling was renewed in certain issues 
and the market left off weak. Net 
charges show losses of 4@1% per cent. 
Louisville and Nashville led. The Anthra- 
cites lcst %@2 and the Industrials 4@4 per 
cent.

wheat, A small volume of speculation is 
always accompanied by sagging prices, and 
it is this feature of the market which is 
at present most discouraging to hopes = 
any material advance in prices. The grad- 
ual improvement in the 
from the shortage of winter wheat contin- 
ues, and No. 2 red winter wheat has ac- 
quired an additional premium over the Mis 
option in both Chicago and New York. Phe 
marketing of winter wheat is on 4 smal! 
scale and there is no immediate prespect= 
of larger receipts. 
that farmers are holding back wheat, but 
some dealers in cash wheat in Chicago and 
Toledo claim that there is very little win- 
ter wheat to come forward, The receipts 
of spring wheat have fallen off somewhat 
but are still maintained at very large 
proportions for this season of the year. 

Since the closing of lake navigation the 
demand for flour at Duiuth has tallen off 
and production has been considerably re- 
duced, but it still much in excess of one 
year ago. The sales of flour have been 
very large at Minneapolis, however, and the 
shortage in winter wheat supplies insures 
the continuance of a demand far in excess 
of previous years. As the decrease in the 
visible supply last week was partly due to 
increased shipments by rail it is expected 
that part of this wheat will reappear and 
a large increase in the visible supply is 
generally looked for today. As expected. 
the government report failed to have any 
influence on the market. The condition of 
the growing crop of winter wheat will not 
be a factor in the speculative market until 
March, but if jt does not furnish the occa- 
sion for some crop scares at that time it 
will be strange indeed. At present the crop 
is not fully protected by snow. 

The weekly statistics were on the whole 
rather favorable. The amvunt of wheat on 
ocean passage continues to decrease mod- 
erately, and shipments from the principal 
exporting countries to western Europe are 
moderate. A fairly active demand for 
wheat is noted at the seaboard, but the 
small available stocks are a hindrance to 
business. New York has only about one- 
half the amount of wheat held one year 
ago, of which only $700,000 bushels are No. 
2 red winter. which commands a premium 
of two cents over May. The largest amount 
of contract wheat in this market consists 
of 2,138,000 bushels No. 1 northern spring 
and future prices here are practically based 
on this spring wheat. With any fair ex- 
port business it is evident that more wheat 
than usual will have to be brought from 
the west by rail. Te following table shows

European markets continue quiet and 
featureless, Shipments from eastern Eu- 
rope continue fairly liberal, and as the 
available stocks held by the trade in im- 
porting countries are a little larger than 
one year ago, there is evidently no imme- 
diate necessity for increasing purchases in 
this country. The point of most interest at 
the moment is the Argentine crop. Very 
little has been heard about this recently. 
but one authority is said to have increased 
his estimate of the exportable surplus next 
year to 50,000,000 bushels, or 12,000,000 bushels 
more than for the current cereal year. This 
increase in supplies over last year does 
not seem very imoprtant in view of the 
shortage in several important countries. 
The English crop is generally estimated at 
20,000,000 bushels less than last year. It is 
said that Australia, which usually ships 
about 10,000,000 bushels, will have no wheat 
for'export from the new crop, and: more or 
less shortage in comparison with last year 
has been reported for the French and Rus- 
sian crops. The fact that Argentine al- 
ways markets its surplus in Europe in a 
few months instead of spreading the sales 
over the whole crop year, tends to make this 
increase of more importance than it other- 
wise would be.

Mr. Wolff, the matron of tie Florence 
Crittenton Home for the rescue of fal- 
jen women, feels very much hurt over 
ghe charkes brought against the manage- 
ment of that institution.

The story which appeared in yesterday 
morning’s Constitution created something 
pf a sensation. Mrs. Wolff has been at the 
head of the institution for several years 
and under her management the home has 
gnjoyed a fair reputation. No complaints 
have been laid at its door previous to the 
gharges vented before the city council yes- 
blerday afternoon. 

Even to the members of that body the 
yesolution introduced by Councilman May- 
gan, the chairman of the relief commit- 
fee, was in the nature of a surprise. How- 
pver, supported by the sworn testimeny of 
two women who had formerly been in- 
mates of the home, the resolution was not 

-gwithout warrant. This resolution provid- 
ed for a speedy investigation of the charges 
by the relief committee of the city council. 

Mrs. Wolff Surprised. 

The Constitution detailed one of its men 
fo visit Mrs. Wolff at the Florence Crit- 
tenton home yesterday afternoon and pro- 
sure her version of the story.

“TI have no desire to answer these 
gharges,” said Mrs. Wolff, “except for the 
good of the home.

home, as,every one knows, is supported 
mainly by the city and county. The city 
appropriates $100 a month and the coun- 
ty $% per head for the support of the in- 
Mates. At present there are twenty girls 
In te home, and in order to make ends 
meet it is necessary to practice economy. 
None of the inmates have suffered, how- 
ever, and both food and clothing have been 
provided for thenr in sufficient quantity. 
The discipline of the home is kind and 
tolerant, and none of the inmates have

WILL BE BURIED TODAY. 


‘Thompson’s Body Will Be Laid in 
Potter’s Field. 


Thompson, the East Indian, who was 
burned to death in the fire in the Lawson 
Catering establishment at the exposition 
grounds Sunday night, will be buried to- 
day in the potter’g field. 

He had only a few friends in the city. 
Hassa Mil, the East Indian at the pavilion 
Situated near The Constitution building on 
the grounds, is the only personal friend 
of Thompson. He is in a bad condition 
himself, financially, and it igs doubtiul 
if he will have money with which to get 
back to England he says. 

Thompson and Hassa Mil came here in 
September from London where they were 
employed to serve East India tea. They 
were each to receive $10 a month for their 
services and were employed by Mr. 
Smythe, who is the concessionaire of the 
East Indian village and who also has 
something to do with the Mexican village. 
Smythe says he does not know if he owes 
him anything, and that if he does it will 
not be over $2, as Thompson has drawn 
money every week. Both of the East 
Indians are in a destitute condition. 

The question arose yesterday as to who 
would stand the expense of Thompson’s 
burial. His friend, the East Indian, did not 
have any money, and was, of course, un- 
able to do so. The exposition company was 
called on to bear the expense, but ag he 
was not employed by them they didn't see 
why tHey should do this. Mr. Smythe, 
who employed Thompson, refused to stand 
the expense of his burial. 

As a last resort the city took the body in 
charge and will today bury it in potter’s 
field in Westview cemetery. It will be a 
quiet burial, as no one will accompany the 
body except those who will be directly 
connected with the burial. 

Hassa Mil, the friend of Thompson, had 
a narrow escape from a similar death. He 
was given the room that Thompson occu- 


pied the night of his death, but on account 
of the bad health of Thompson he took his 
room, which was on the first floor, and 
gave up the smaller and more comfortable 
one to his friend. Had it not been for his 
thoughtful kindness he would have no 
doubt perished in the flames as did his 
friend. 


WANT TO GO TO WAR. 


The Atlanta Meimate Wire the Secre- 

tary of War Their Service. 

The Emmet Club, one of the strongest, 
best equipped and most thoroughly dis- 
ciplined organizations in Atlanta, want to 
take a hand in the war President Cleve- 
land’s essay of yesterday has made a possi- 
bility. 

The Emmets are in earnest, too, and if 
the chief executive makes a face as a ref- 
eree in the contemplated brush he will have 
a squad from the Emmet Club who will 
stand by his decisions to the end of the 
conflict. 

The president’s message caused talk 
among the Emmets as much as it did any- 
where in the city, and when the club met 
last night the matter came up for an in- 
formal discussion. As a body the Emmets 
had no right to discuss the matter, but 
in an informal way, before the meeting was 
called to order, the situation as pictured in 
the president’s message was discussed. 

The members of the Bmmet are nothing 
if not patriotic, and it_was with one accord 
those who took part in the discussion de- 
cided that they were ready to offer their 
services to defend the stars and stripes. 
Without carrying the official seal of the 
club with it, the secretary was instructed 
to wire Secretary of War Dan Lamont over 
his official position the volunteer service of 
more than a hundred Irishmen, all true 
American-loving people. Before the mes- 
sage was written a roll of those who were 
willing to go was made, and when the roll 
was completed it was found that 125 names 
had been enrolled. 

The telegram to Secretary Lamont read: 

“Atlanta, Ga., December 17, 1895.—Hon. 
Dan Lamont, Secretary of War, Washing- 
ton, D. C.: The Emmet Club, of Atlanta, 
Ga., 12% strong, are ready and awaiting 
marching orders to defend the stars and 
stripes.

A BROKEN THIGH. 


George Elasgett, a Negro Boy, Jumps 
from a Moving Car. 

George Klasgett, one of a crowd of negro 
boys who have been in the habit of loafing 
under and near the Broad street bridge, 
Was seriously hurt yesterday afternoon. 

For weeks past a gang of negroes rang- 
ing from eight to fiNeen years of age has 
been occupying the warm spot under the 
Broad street bridge and have been pass- 
ing the time pleasantly scrapping, shoot- 
ing craps and jumping on passing trains, 
passenger and freight alike, for a ride over 
a block or two. More than once the gang 
has been raided by the police but so quick 
are the negroes that but few arrests have 
been made, 

Klasgett, a negro of ten years, whose 
home is on Haynes street, jumped upon the 
stirrup of a box car yesterday, and when 
the car was passing the mouth of Alabama 
street, he attempted to jump off. The car 
was moving faster than Klasgett thought 
and he was given a somersault or two, 
which resulted in a broken thigh. He was 
taken to his parents’ home on Haynes 
street, where Drs. Warren and Ligon gave 
the necessary attention.

GOES UP FOR LIFE 


Cord Howlsworth Convicted of Murder, 
whti a Recommendation. 


KILLED CONDUCTOR JOHNSON 


The~State’s Attorneys Would Have 
Given Up the Case but for 
Judge Clark. 


Cord Holsworth, colored, was convicted 
of murder in Fulton superior court yester- 
day. He was given a recommendation of 
mercy, which means a life sentence in the 


penitentiary. 

Howlsworth is the negro charged with 
killing Conductor Will Johnson one night 
in May last. He is said to have huried a 
brick, which resulted in the death of the 
conductor two days after he was struck. 

The case was taken up early yesterday 
morning and concluded during the after- 
noon. The verdict was a surprise to the 
state’s attorneys, Mr. Hill having doubted 
the justice of asking for a verdict of guilty 
under the evidence of the case, nearly all 
of which was circumstantial. 

At the conclusion of the introduction of 
witnesses Solicitor Hill asked the court to 
send the jury out, which was done. He 
then said that under the circumstances of 
the case he did not know whether the case 
should be given to the jury or not, the so- 
licitor stating that the negro witnesses 
had declined to tell the truth about the 
murder. 

Judge Clark thought that the evidence 
justified the submission of the case to the 
jury, and the attorneys for both sides were 
allowed to proceed with their argument. 
Attorney Walker waived his right to the 
opening argument, his client having made 
a statement without introducing witnesses. 

Solicitor Hill opened the case in a brief 
but earnest speech, arguing that the cir- 
cumstantial evidence proved conclusively 
that Howlsworth was the man who threw 
the fatal missive which ended the life of 
Johnson. He deprecated the state’s abill- 
ty to get the negro witnesses to swear 
against Howlsworth, stating that some of 
them knew that the negro killed Johnson 
but were shielding him. 

Attorney Walker asked for a verdict of 
not guilty on the ground that the state 
had failed to prove that Howlsworth killed 
Johnson, claiming that not one of the wit- 
nesses identified his client as the man who 
threw the brick. The jury was out only a 
short time. 


Took the Woman’s Part. 

The killing of Conductor Johnson occur- 
red in the western part of the city just 
before midnight on May 25th last. He had 
left the city for his home after getting off 
from work, and while passing along a dark 
street encountered a negro man and wo- 
man quarreling and fighting. Taking the 
part of the woman he angered the man 
who picked uP a brick and hurled it at 
Johnson with ‘terrific force, striking him 
on the head and inflicting a fatal wound. 

Johnson was picked up and sent to the 
hospital, where he died without ever re- 
gaining consciouness. Investigation of the 
case elicited the fact that Cord Howls- 
worth and a woman named Irene Curtright 
were the pair whose quarrel was interfer- 
red with by Johnson. Howlsworth was 
shortly afterwards arrested for the murder 
and has since been in jail. The woman 
swore that she was not with Howlsworth 
onthe night of the killing. 

The mother and wife of the dead man 
were interested spectators of the proceed- 
ings of the trial. They watched every 
point, and when it was thought that the 
state’s case would fail, they showed an 
expression of disappointment, both being 
convinced that the prisoner is the man 
who brought death to their door and left 
a mother and a wife without the love of 
a son and a husband. 


Brown Gets Two Years. 

Harry Brown, who was tried in the su- 
perior criminal court for larcery from the 
person ‘Monday, was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary yesterday. The 
jury in his case brought in a verdict yes- 
terday morning. He and two other men, 
said to be Joe Hayman and Jeff Valentine, 
robbed J. M. Reeves of a fine watch in a 
saloon several weeks ago. 

Hayman is out on bond, but is being 
looked for, his bond having been forfeited 
Monday. He failed to answer when his 
case was called. Valentine is now locked 
up at police headquarters, held on indict- 
ments against him in New York. He is 
wanted there for grand larceny, but may 
be held here for trial for the Reeves rob- 
bery. 


TO TALE REORGANIZATION. 


The Creditors, Stockholders and Bond- 
holders To Meet Today. 

The creditors, stockholders and bond- 
holders of the Georgia Mining, Manufactur- 
ing and Investment Company will hold a 
meeting today to plan ae reorganiza- 
tion of the company. The meeting will be 
held in the office of Mr. Julius L. Brown, 
president and receiver for the company. 
The company is the one which had in con- 
trol the mining property of the late Hon. 
Joseph E. Brown, and it represents over a 
million dollars’ worth of property.

Burton Smith, Clifford Anderson, Willis 
Ragan, of Atlanta, and J. Rogers; of Chat- 
tanooga, were appointed as a committee on 
reorganization, and it is understood that the 
committee favor reorganization, and will 
submit their plans at the meeting tomor- 
row.
